Pirate Schooner Disappears in Fog 
After Police Fire on It. 





rigorous search for men who have

| 1and pier, of which about 500 feet at the 
peers end was little damaged by the fire.

| Sergt. Frederick Klinsk and three po- 
licemen got into a boat and rowed to-

'saw them they cast off, and stood out to 
sea. The policemen ordered them to stop 
and fired several shots at them, but there 
was a thick fog, and the schooner quickly 
drew away out of sight. 

William Ellis, who owned the Hell Gate 
show in Dreamland, in which the fire 
'started, had bought all the junk from 
| Samuel W. Gumpertz, the manager of the 
park. He has discovered that practically 
'all the copper wire has been stolen, and 
'he estimates his loss at $300,000. The 
| wire was practically undamaged by the 
‘fire, except that all the insulation had 
been burned off. This could be replaced 
at a cost of 3 cents a pound. The police 
arrested yesterday five Italian junkmen, 
one of whom was just driving away with 
a cart load of the stuff. Four other ar- 
rests were made for the same cause in 
the Hamilton Avenue section of Brooklyn. 

The employes of Dreamland were paid 
off yesterday at Coney Island. The Div- 
ing Girls show has been started again 
amid the ruins of the park and there are 
rumors that the whole area will be cut 
up into streets and that after the debris 
of the fire has been removed small old-

HAMMOND QUIT YALE SCHOOL 


Follows Prof. Huntoon In Resigning 
from Sheffield Sctentific Faculty.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., May 31.—The 
trouble in the Faculty of the Sheffield Sci- 
entific School, Yale, which recently re- 
sulted in the resignation of Prof. Louis 
D. Huntoon, has been followed by 
withdrawal of John Hays Hammond from 
the Faculty and the consequent loss of his 
financial support. 

Mr. Hammond gave the school its met- 
allurgical laboratory, the largest in any 
American university, and founded its 
school of mining. He was at the head of 
it for a time, but later brought about the 
appointment of Prof. Huntoon for the 
place.

Johnny Miale, an 1l-year-old schoolboy, 
disappeared on Saturday evening from his

tenement at 10 Cherry Street. There 
was a bullet wound in his heart and he

chaps, none over fourteen, 
playmates of Miale, were 
to the Oak Street Station later in 
the evening. One of them, Andrew Leone, 
a thirteen-year-old boy of the Cherry Hill 
district, was first charged with having 
shot Johnny, the other three standing as 
his accusers. 

Leone stoutiy denied his guilt, even 
when they took him down into the base- 
ment and confronted him with the body. 
The other three all pointed to him and 
reiterated the charge, which Carmine 
Piambino was the first to make, but he 
was undaunted, and, turning on Piambino, 
acclised him of the murder. 

Shortly after 1:30 o’clock this morning 
Carmine Piambino ccnfessed that he him- 
self had shot and killed Johnny Miale. 
Young Piambino declared that the shoot- 
ing was accidental. 

The two other boys whom the police 
have ‘in custody are Frank Laico, 14 
years old, of 1 Batavia Street, and An- 
thony Laico, 13 years old, of 28 Cherry 
Street... The two are not related. 

Mrs. Miale was slow to take any steps 
following the disappearance of one of her 
brood on Saturday night, and it was some 
time before it dawned upon her that the 


savings in the little bank had gone, pre- 
sumably with him. His failure to return 


by yesterday afternoon led her to send 
his two brothers on a general search 
through Cherry Hill. The two Miale boys 
found one small boy who seemed to have 
some information of value, which he let 
fall in a casual] manner. 

‘‘T don’t know where he is,’’ the small 
informant said, ‘‘ but I can take you to 
a boy who knows who killed him.” 

At the word ‘“killed’’ the brothers 
waited to hear no more. They turned and 
fled home, and a few moments later Mrs. 
Miale hurried from the flat and hunted 
up the boy who seemed to know. He 
sent her to Carmine Piambino, but Car- 
mine declared he knew nothing of her 
missing son and had not seen him. 

“You lie,” said Mrs. Miale, grimly, 
and shook him violently. ‘You tell me 
where he is, or I’li kill you here on the 
street.’’ 

And Carmine, frightened, led her to the 
rear tenement at 19 Cherry Street and, 
pointing down the cellar steps, turned 
on his heel and ran for all he was worth. 
Two men who were about the building 
came to the mother’s assistance. 

They could see nothing at first, but sud- 
denly one of the men pointed out that 
there was a door nailed to the coal bin 
which had never had a door before. When 
they tore away the obstruction they could 
see at first only a pile of lumber odds 
and ends, but then a bit of ojicloth was 
seen sticking out. Clearing away the 
accumulation of wood, they found Johnny 
Miale’s body. 

Detectives of the Oak Street station 
took Carmine Piambino {nto custody, and 
when he had told as the police went 
out to search for thé other three. 

Miale, Piambino said, had run across 
himself, Leone and the two Laico boys 
on Monday afternoon, and being rich in 
their eyes and his own, he had taken 
them to a round of small festivities, 
stopping at fruit stalls and dropping in 
on one moving picture show after an- 
other. That night, tired and happy, they 
went in a body to the room on the second 
floor of 19 Cherry Street, where Carmine 
lived with his brother Joseph. The 
Piambino boys extended the hospitality 
of their quarters for the night. | 

It was shortly after 6 when they all 
woke up Tuesday morning, and _ then 
Maile was shot with a pistoj had 
bought himself. Leone, so Carmine saic 
at first, took possession of the seven-odd 
dollars that remained of Maile’s wealth, 
and the others were called upon to help 
in the disposal of the body. 

An old burlap bag seemed the very 
thine for this, @.d that with a piece of 
oilcloth that was found ‘in the tenement, 
they covered the body. and Carmine says 
that he and Leone and one of the Laico 
boys carried it down stairs to the cellar, 
and hiding it in the wood of the old coal- 
bin, nailed up the door and hurried away. 

The police nad no difficulty in picking 

up the bovs that Carmine Piambino had 
named in his story of what happened on 
Monday night and the sequel of Tuesday 
morning. When Leone had been led from 
the cellar, shaking his head vigorously 
and protesting that he had not shot the 
Miale boy, all four were lined up before 
Coroner Holzhauser, and he and Detect- 
ive Lagrua put question after question to 
them. 
When the Coroner and the detectives 
questioned the boys further, Leone per- 
sisted in his story that Carmine had done 
the shooting, but declared that it was an 
accident, and that the revolver had. been 
discharged withoupt his supposing that it 
was loaded. Leone said that the boys all 
crowded around’ Miale as he fell, and, 
wiping his face, looked hard and were 
slow to believe that he was dead. 

When they realized what had happened, 
Leone said, it seemed to them that they 
were all headed for the electric chair, and 
that there was no escape.

CHICAGO, May 31,—Adolph J. Licht- 
stern, the most daring speculator in wheat 
since the days of P. D. Armour, Joseph 
Leiter and James A. Patten, capped the 
climax of his career to-day by accepting 
on contract and paying for 3,000,000 bush- 
els of May wheat, making his actual 
holdings at the moment close to 15,000,000 
bushels, which is the largest amount of 
cash wheat held in Chicago since the 
famous Leiter corner in 1898. Neverthe- 
less, no new ‘‘ wheat king’’ was crowned 
on the Board of Trade. Instead, unless 
Providence shows a niggardly_ spirit 
toward the bread consumers of the world 
and this year denies a bountiful harvest, 
Lichtstern and his associates of the bull 
clique may stund to lose $2,500,000 on 
their holdings.

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CEN, DIAZ DEPARTS 
AND WARNS MEXICO 


Declares New Government Must 
Resort to His Methods if 
Peace Is tobe Re-established. 








BREAKS DOWN AT THE LAST 





Tears Roll Down His Face as He Re- 
piles to Farewell of the Soldiers 
Who Guarded Him to Vera Cruz. 





VERA CRUZ, May 81.—Ex-President 
Porfirio Diaz sailed from this port. to- 
night on the steamer Ypiranga, bound for 
Havre. The steamer goes by way of 
Havana, and Gen, Diaz's ultimate desti- 
nation is Spain. 

The ship was only @ little way out when 
the searchlight of the fortress guarding 
the port was turned on it. With glasses 
in hand, among a small party in the stern, 
Diaz was standing, somewhat apart, close 
to the rail. He was plainly discernable, 
taking his farewell look at his native 
land. 

The last words of the ex-President 
spoken to those he had left on shore were, 
‘““T shall die in Mexico.” This was ut- 
tered in a tone of prophesy, and with a 
look of inspired conviction. 

Throughout his admintStration Vera 
Cruz had nothing but hisses at the men- 
tion of Diaz’s name. To-day Vera Cruz 
gave only cheers. 

It was 5 o’cleeck in the afternoon when 
Gen. Diaz and the members of his party 
went aboard the Ypiranga. Contrary to 
popular expectation, the journey from 
the hou&ke where he had been quartered 
was made in carriages along a circultous 
route through. the streets of the city. 
Diaz was tired of the attempts to avoid 
the people. He declared that his de 
parture from his native land must be 
public. 

Without announcement the carriages 
Started and the residents of Vera Cruz 
awakened into unusual activity upon per- 
ceiving the approach of the vehicles, led 
by that in which the ex-President rode, 
The drive through the city took not more 
than twenty minutes. The procession 
then turned on to the Sanitary Pier, at 
the head of which was moored the Ypiran- 
ga aflutter with flags, dressed by the 
Captain in honor of his distinguished 
passenger, 

Along the sides of the Pier soldiers 
were drawn up at present arms and two 
military bands stood in ranks. Crowds ‘of 
working people and the most prominent 
of the city’s society jammed the wiy, 
making progress difficult. 

Ovation on Walk te Ship. 


Gen. Diaz, accompanied by the military 
commander of the port, Gen. Joaquin 
Maas, and followed by Sefiora Diaz 
and the other members of the party and 
their escorts, received an ovation on the 
walk to the ship rarely accorded to any 
one in Vera Cruz.and never before to 
Gen. Diaz here. A dozen pretty young 
women threw before the old warrior 
Sreat bunches of roses. Some stepped 
forward to present them personally. 

With his arms filled with blossoms, and 
bowing right and left, the ex-President 
Started up the companionway. On board, 
the ship's band began the Mexican na- 
tional hymn. Every hat was off, and 
Diaz halted at the head of the compan- 
ionway. The guns of Fort Santiago be- 
gan for the last time to fire a Presidentia] 
Salute In honor of Diaz. The crowd was 
cheering itself hoarse, with never a cry 
for Madero. 

Then it was that Diaz lifted his hand, 
Signaling for silence. ‘ Citizens of Vera 
Cruz,”" he said, ‘‘I will never forget this 
reception. It is the more notable for hav- 
Ing been given at a time when all the 
cenuntry Is against me. A greater recep- 
tion than @ mere citizen {is entitled to ig 
accorded to me. Not even a President 
can be tne recipient of a greater ovation 
than this.’’ 

Once more cheers arose, and Diaz moved 
into the ship. Sefiora Diaz followed up 
the companionway. 

On board the vessel were scores of 
friends, and passengers and visitors 
mingled in something like a general re- 
ception. It was a gala hour, but from the 
admiring throng the Captain of the Ypi- 
ranga rescued the old fighter, taking him 
to the bridge, where, with three or four 
friends, he gazed out across the harbor 
toward the painted walls of the last 
Mexican city he was to see, for many 
months at least. 

On the pier the military bands alternated 
with the ship’s band in making music, 
Darkness came over the harbor, lights ap- 
peared, and yet the people held their po- 
sitions, waiting for the ship to sail. 


Farewell Words to Mexico. 


The General said his farewell to Mexico 
before he went on board the Ypiranga. 

To his country Gen. Diaz delivered a 
warning. Speaking to the little group of 


| soldiers who had served as a guard on his 
reappointment | 


trip from the capital to the port, the old 
man who governed Mexico for more than 
thirty years by mihtary strength de- 
clared that the present Government must 
yet resort to his methods if peace were to 
be re-established. 

Wearing the same uniforms they had on 
when they served as the General’s guard, 
the soldiers drew up in front of the home 
of J. B. Body; where the ex-President has 
been quartered since his arrival in Vera 
Cruz. There was one detachment of the 
Eleventh Infantry and a detachment of 
Zapadores, one of the crack regiments of 
the country. Both were under the com- 
mand of Gen. Victoriano Huerta, an old 
and warm personal friend of Gen. Diaz. 

It was not a display such as would be 
arranged for an inspection. Some of the 
men wore sandals, some shoes, and none 
would have gained praise for neatness. 
They were all men who had done fighting. 
They were the same men who had de- 
fended the life of the ex-President and 
his family when rebels attacked the spe- 
cial train coming to Vera Cruz. Four of 
their number were killed in that affair 
near the little village of Tepeyahualco. 
‘Gen, Diaz learned this morning that his 
men wished to say good-bye. There was 
some formality, but this feature was lost 
sight of later in view of the intimacy 
of the farewell. The men stood facing 
the veranda of the barn-like wooden 
house, which is located down in the 
terminal yards. Back of them stood a 
row of freight cars. Noisy engines puffed 
about, and ships tied up at the wharves 
served as a reminder of why the ex- 
President was here. On the veranda a 
small detachment of the Presidential 
fuards were lined up. Friends of Diaz 
in this city and one or two from. the 
capital came cut of the house with him. 
His son, Col. Porfirio Diaz, Jr., was not 
present; like the women members of the 
party, including Sefiora Diaz, he choosé 
to remain in his room. Rarely has he 
appeared in public of late, and never dur- 
ing this forenoon, when his father was 
saying good-bye, did he let his face be 
seen. 

When Gen. Diaz: stepped forward on the 
veranda there was a Gabe of interest, but 
The moment was too sole — 
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ings until the speechmaking and em- 
bracings were concluded. Even then 
their applause was brief. 

Gen, Diaz, his face showing almost no 
Bign of his recent illness, was dressed in 
an ordinary sack suit of black. He car- 
ried in his hand a panama hat. The only 
touch of color about his attire was a 
lavender four-in-hand necktie.

Gen. Diaz Overcome. 

Through all or Gen. Huerta’s talk Diaz 
gtood like a soldier on parade, with eyes 
front and never a twitch of the muscles. 
Bravely he began his reply, but before 
many minutes he was having great diffi- 
culty in mastering his emotion. 

‘“‘Y am grateful to the army,” said the 
ex-President, ‘‘ that I could count on it 
to the last moment of leaving Mexican 
territory. It is the only real defense the 
country has, and to re-establish peace in 
this Republic its services will have to be 
called upon in this crisis.” 

By now the tears were slowly rolling 
down the old man’s face, and his voice 
was broken. But, like a father talking 
to his children, he continued, assuring 
them that he gave his word of honor that 
should his country at any time become 
involved in trouble he would be willing 
to return. ; 

Pointing to the colors of Mexico, the 
General added: 

‘“‘IT would then place 
head of the country’s loyal forces, and, 
under the shadow of that flag, I would 
know how to conquer as in times past.”’ 

Sen. Huerta, himself almost as old as 
the deposed President, grasped Diaz's 
hand. and then the two old fighters em- 
braced. One by one the minor officers 
moved forward from the ranks. Each 
was embraced by Gen. Diaz and told 
good-bye. It was over. The troops had 
stood at attention for an hour in the 
broiling heat, but none appeared weary. 
Gen. Diaz. turned to enter the house, and 
the officers gave the command to march. 
The troops went directly to the cars of 
@ special train on which they began their 
journey to the capital. 

For an hour following the farewell to 
his troops Gen, Diaz obligingly posed for 
photographers. Then, inside the house, 
the ex-President received informally Gen. 
Joaquin Beltran, Principal of the Chapul- 
tenpec Military Szhocl. Gen. Beltran had 
brought with him a manifesto of the ca- 
dets. in which they protested their loyalty. 
In the name of the cadets he asked Gen. 
Diaz to sign it in order that it might be 
placed in the archives of the institution. 

Others who had called to pay their re- 
spects began to leave and Gen. Diaz 
soon afterward began to drive to the 
pier, where the Tuluna, a Government 
tug, had been moored for some days past 
to take him to the Ypiranga. Those who 
went aboard the steamer with the ex- 
President included Sefora Diaz, the wife 
of the General; Sefiora Teresa, the 
widowed sister of Sefiora Diaz, and her 
son José; Col. Porfirio Diaz, Jr. his 
wife, and their five cnildren; Lieut. and 
Mrs. Lorenzo Elizaga, and their young 
son: ‘en. Manuel Gonzales, and Col. 
Fernado Gonzales. Lieut. Elizaga is a 
brother-in-law of Gen. Diaz. 

In the fleet of boats that skimmed here 
and there over the waters of the harbor

REYES ORDERED HOME. 


Is Gaining in Popularity—Difficulties 
That Face Madero. 

Frecial Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMDPS. 

MEXICO CITY, May 31.—Events dur- 
ing the next few months in Mexico 
promise to revolve around Madero, 
Reyes, Felix Diaz, Teodoro Tehesa, and 
Ambrosio Figueroa. 

At present there is no question that 
Madero is by far the most popular man 
in Mexico, but he is not quite as popu- 
lar to-day as he was the day he took 
Juarez. Anti-Maderist feeling is in- 
creasing, and there is reason to predict 
that every day the elections are put 
off the chances of Madero’s victory will 
grow less. 

Reyes, extremely unpopular only a 
The old 
insignia of the Relestas, the pink car- 
nation, can be seen now adorning the 
lapels of a surprisingly large number 
of persons. The reports thus early of a 
plot in the army to support Reyes, even 
if it were without his knowledge, are 
considered very significant. Reyes 
holds a place in the hearts of military 
men not rivaled by another man in 
Mexico, and in the case of an armed 
‘strugele, might arise over the 
question of the validity of votes, Reyes 
would be in a position to play an im- 
portant part. 

Madero has a herculean task before 
him in directing the settlement of the 
revolutionary claims and preserving 
his popularity throughout a wide por- 
tion of the country. There is scarcely 
a village that has not a plentiful sup- 
ply of revolutionist promissory notes, 
and while unquestionably a large per:

centage were given by common thieves, | 


yet they were under the shadow of the 
revolution, and refusal to pay any of 
them would result in bitter enmities. 
On the other hand, Reyes, seconded by 
Felix Diaz and Gov. Deheso of the 
State of Vera Cruz, would naturally 
gain by Madero’s losses. 

Gen. Figueroa, apparently so ready 
to lay down his arms and help Madero 
with the pacification of the country, 
always has some string tied to each 
promise. But what is more dangerous 
to those who recall the history of Mex- 
ico’s former periods of revolution is his 
well-equipped army of hardy moun- 
taineers, willing to fight for him re- 
gardless of any principle. 

With the refusal of the State Legis- 
lature of Nuevo Leon to ratify the No 
Re-election bill recently passed by the 
National Congress, another State has 
anounced its intention of calling for a 
settlement of the question of State 
rights—a problem that, in the eyes of 
many, cannot be solved without civil 
war. 

Gen. Samuel Garcia Cuellar, the hero 
of the Casas Grandes fight against 
Madero, who was named Governor of 
the Federal District when Guillermo de 
Landa y Escandon resigned, has also 
presented his resignation, and Alberto 
Garcia Granados, a warm supporter of 


Madero, has received the position, He 


was sworn in this afternoon. This 
change comes as a great surprise. 

The office of the Secretary of War 
to-day issued formal orders to Gen. 
Reyes to proceed at once to Mexico. 
Reyes will sail from Havana to-mor- 
row; ariving at Vera Cruz on June 4. 

A request for votes for women has 
been made to President de la Barra in 
a letter signed by several hundred wo- 
men, who point out that they are not 
barred by the Constitution, as no refer- 
ence is made to the sex of voters. The 
letter states that the women hope they 
will not have to go to the same strenu- 
ous extremes to get their rights as 
their sisters have had to do in other 
countries, and that this will offer to 
Mexico an opportunity to show to the 
world the extent of its culture.

MADERO CORDIAL TO US. 


Hopes the Two Countries Will Be 
Friendlier Than Ever Before.

JUAREZ, May 81.—Francisco I. Ma- 
dero, Jr., is ready to start on his journey 
to the City of Mexico, and all arrange- 
ments are completed for his departure 
from El Paso on Friday morning. Only 
two of Madero’s high ranking officers 
will accompany him—Gen. Garibaldi and 
Col. Eduardo Hay. After a few days in 
Mexico City Garibaldi will go to Vera 
Cruz and take a steamer for New York. 

Daniel de Villiers, who was arrested on 
Sunday night on a warrant charging him 
with being concerned in a conspiracy 
against the Hfe of Madero, was released 
on $2,000 bail this evening. He refused 
to discuss in any way the predicament he 
is in. 

‘Madero created another General to-day, 
when he named José de la Luz Blanco a 
Krigadier General. This makes four 
brigadiers for an army of fewer than 
5,000 men, the others being Garibaldi, 
Orozco, and Viljoen. 

Senor Madero is in El Paso to-night as 
the guest of that city at a dinner at the 
Toltec Club. At the dinner given to the 
United States Army officers in El Paso 
ane night he made a speech in which he 
said: 

“As Mexicans we appreciate the friend- 
ship of the United States. Never before 
has the friendship been so strong between 
nations, and the relations between the 
two countries will be more friendly than 
ever in the future. These two sisfer re- 
publics will give an example to the world 
of different countries, speaking different 
languages, and of different origin, but 
having the same ideas of liberty and 
freedom. 

‘“‘T can see nothing in the future to de- 
preciate that friendly relationship. Now 
that we are friendly we will always be 
as we are now. This is my wish.” 

















EXECUTED BY FIRING SQUAD. 


Capt. Vegas Lights Cigarette and 
Tells Men to Aim Carefully.

REBEL LEADERS MISSING. 


Report That $8,000 Had Been Taken 
Is Denied by Lawyer. 


SAN DIEGO, Cal., May 31.—The sum 
of. $8,000 {s reported to have disappeared 
from the rebel treasury at Tijuana, Lower 
California. Gen. C. Rhys Price, com- 
mander of the force that captured the 
town, and Adjt. Hopkins could not be 
found in -Tijuana to-day, and no one there 
could say where they were. 

Price’s friends in this city through a 
lawyer issued a statement declaring that 


the rebel leader and his adjutant had gone 
secretly to Los Angeles, avoiding the 
American troops at the border, to confer 
with the Liberal junta in that city re- 
garding affairs in Lower California. The 
statement declared that there never had 
been $8,000 in the rebel treasury at Ti- 
duana. 


MRS. SWAZEY ESCAPED BANDITS 


Writes Her Sister Confirming .Death 
of Husband by Fire. 


TRINIDAD, Col., May 31.—The report 
that Robert Swazey had been burned at 
the stake in Mexico has been confirmed 
by the receipt of a letter by Mrs. Joseph 
Bonateo, Jr., of this city, from Mrs. 
Swazey. The women are sisters. 

The letter states that Swazey was 
burned to death in his home by Mexican 


bandits on May 16, for failure to give 
them money which they knew he had. 
Mrs. Swazey writes she was driven from 
home and was without food and shelter 
for fifty hours, but finally reached the 
camp of friendly Americans. 

Swazey was employed by the Mexican 
Central Railroad. 


CASTRO WAITING A CHANCE. 


Is Said to Have a Shipload of War 
Munitions in Portugal. 


LISBON, May 31.—The Portuguese Gov- 
| ernment has received a communication 
from the United States Government to the 
effect that Cipriano Castro, ex-President 
of Venezuela, is in Portugal. 

It is reported here that Castro has a 
shipload of artillery and ammunition 
waiting for the first opportunity he finds 
to return to Venezuela. 

The movement is being watched by the 
newspapers. The Seculo says that Castro 
was at Oporto for a short time, going 
from there to Lisbor, where ‘for the last 
fortnight he has kept himself in strict re- 
tirement.

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CROTON WATERSHED 
GOT LITTLE RAIN 


But Weather Forecaster Holds 
Out Hope of Further Local 
Showers To-day... 








SUGGESTIONS TO PUBLIC 





Famine Still Threatens—160 Inspect- 
ors to be Appointed. to Advise 
People How to Prevent Waste. 





It looked for awhile yesterday as if the 
threatened water famine was to become 
a thing of the past. In fact it was still 
looking that way iast night, for the fitful 
showers which started early in the morn- 
ing and kept up at intervals all through 
the forenoon and part of the afternoon 
were still sprinkling the city. 

Moreover the official weather fore- 
caster, down in the Whitehall Building, 
held out some hope of continued showers 
and perhaps a real rain to-day. So on 
the whole, those who have been dreading 
& water famine had cause for rejoicing, 
even if the relief from a water shortage 
is not absclutely assured. 

So far as yesterday’s showers were con- 
cerned they did not help the local situa- 
tion much. To be sure, they brightened 
up the flowers in the parks and gave the 
grass a new lease of life.. But up on the 
Croton watershed, from which the city 
draws its water supply, very little rain 
fell. A message on this subject was re- 
ceived by Water Commissioner Thompson 
in the afternoon. 

‘** Not a drop of rain here,’”’ the message 
ran, and Commissioner Thompson was 
Giscouraged. He had believed that the 
watershed had been getting a good soak- 
ing, from the leoks of things outside his 
windows at the Park Row Building. 

At night, however, rain fell very lightly 
in the vicinity of Katonan. 

Although the average New Yorker who 
was caught without an umbrella or a 
raincoat yesterduy was ready and willing 
to swear that several inches of rain must 
have fallen between breakfast and din- 
ner time, the actual amount of rainfall 
registered at the local Weather Bureau 
was .30 cf an inch at 8:43 o’clock in the 
morning and .32 of an inch at 4 P. M. 
After that a few more hundreths of an 
inch were added by the night showers. 

But at that, yesterday’s showers were 
the first since April 20, so they should 
rot be scoffed at. On April 19 and 20 
there was .26 of an inch of rain, which, 


was not much. In fact there have been 
Only 12.08 inches of rain in New York 
City since Jan. 1, and for the last fiscal 
year, ending vesterday, New York’s rain- 
fall was 14 inches less than the normal 
amount. ‘These figures tell the story of 
the threatened water famine, of which 
so much has been said by city officials 
and others. 

‘‘There will have to be at least an inch 
of rain on the Croton watershed before 
any appreciable advantage will be had,’”’ 
said the Water Commissioner. ‘* The 
ground is so dry up there that it will 
take an inch of rain to feed the soil be- 
fore the water begins to rise in the reser- 
voirs. 

‘We are doing all we can to prepare 

for the worst, but are hoping for the best. 
To-morrow it is likely that 160 new In- 
spectors will be appointed to go around 
the city, and advise people how to check 
the water waste. All that is needed before 
the men can be appointed is the O. K. of 
the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, and that O. K. is expected to-mor- 
row. 
“It is of extreme importance that citi- 
zens help in this work of checking water 
waste. The newspapers have given valua- 
ble aid to the city. But practical lessons 
as to how to effect this are needed. That 
is why these 160 new Inspectors are badly 
needed. If the present rain does not in- 
crease the water supply we will simply 
have to decrease the pressure further.’’ 

The Commissioner said that at present 
Manhattan and the Bronx are being al- 
lowed 303,000,000 gallons of water a day. 
The number of gallons used in Muanhat- 
tan and the Bronx under normal condi- 
tions is 340,000,000. Brooklyn is being al- 
lowed 139,000,000 gallons. In normal times 
it uses 150,000,000 gallons a day. Queens 
and Richmond are being allowed the usual 
number of gallons daily—14,000,000 for the 
former and 8,500,000 for the latter. 

Commissioner Thompson is sending out 
several hundred pamphlets daily to con- 
sumers of water, calling their attention 
to the importance of eliminating water 
waste. He has compiled a set of sugges- 
tions, which, if followed, will greatly tend 
to economize water. These are some of 
them: 

When closing your house for any period 
of time, see that the water is turned off to 
insure against a leak occurring during your 
absence. 

Consumers should inspect their meters fre- 
quently to guard against leaks, which are 
ofter the cause of water bills being larger 
than the consumer expects. 

To determine the presence of hidden leaks 
consumers should occasionally close all out- 
lets and observe the meter to see if it regis- 
ters or not. 

Do not neglect leaking toilets, for a leaky 
toilet will waste from $10 to $30 worth of 
water a year. This leak may occur without 
being visible, but can be detected by listen- 
ing at the pipe leading from the tank or at 
the tank itself. 

If care is exercised when installing piping, 
to keep the hot water and cold water pipes 
at least a foot apart, it will be unnecessary 
to let a faucet run to get a cool drink. 

Do not allow roof tanks to-overflow. This 
is a very important source of water waste, 
and can be eliminated by providing tanks 
with ball cocks. (Subject to fine. See 
Rule 3.) 

Some consumers leave the faucet open on 
cold nights to prevent freezing of water 
pipes. “This is a violation of the department 
rules. Pipes should be properly protected 
and the city water saved. (Subject to fine. 
See Rule 3.) 

If consumers notice that their meters are 
damaged or not registering, they may save 
themselves much trouble and the necessity 
for the averaging of bills over long peri- 
ods of time, if they will report the fact im- 
mediately to the Bureau of the Water 
Register. 

Consumers will save themselves expense 
by taking precautions to keep their meters 
protected from dirt and violence. 

While Forecaster. James H. Scarr and 
his assistant, Reed, of the local 
Weather Bureau were not risking their 
reputations by promising an inch or so of 
rain to-day, they said yesterday that 
there was a fine little area of low baro- 
metric Rogge down on the lower coast 
of Florida which seemed to be moving 
northward. Should this low pressure 
reach so far north as this, New Yorkers 
may look for more rain, said the weather 
men. But they were not at all sanguine 
about it. They said that yesterday’s 
showefs were caused by a barometric 
depression in the great lakes region. 
Cincinnati was lucky enough to get 1.14 
inches of rain. It was the luckiest city 
in the United States in that respect. 


KILLED IN LONDON STORM. 


Seven Deaths Due to Lightning—Rail- 
roads Blocked by Slides. 


LONDON, May 31.—The exceptionally 
high temperature that has prevailed dur- 
ing the month of May culminated this 
evening in a terrific thunderstorm in Lon- 
don and the southern and western 
suburbs. Several pe*sons were killed by 
lightning, which also struck numerous 
churches and other buildings. An electric 
wire fused in the Royal Exchange and 
started a fire which, however, was speed- 
ily quenched. 

The storm was accompanied by a deluge 
of rain which caused a landslip on the 
Southeastern Railroad, near erstham, 
blocking that line, and also flooded the 
estern Railway at Ealing, severe- 
ly deranging traffic. The full fury of the 
storm was felt at Epsom shortly after 
the horse races had ended and thousands 
of the spectators were drenched. 

Lightning played with terrifying effect 
along the rails of the railroads and in the 
telephone and telegraph instruments, 
while the deluge of rain stopped motor 
vehicles, causing great inconvenience. 

Altogether, seven deaths owing to the 
storm have been recorded. Five of these, 
two policemen and three civilians, oc-

LORAIN, Ohio, May 31.—Three drowned 
—& woman and her two 
missing, the rescue of seventy men from 
two Government wrecking derricks, the 
wrecking of craft, and damage running 
into thousands of dollars along the lake 
front—this is what a _ sixty-mile gale 
meant to Lorain to-day. Lorain, the butt 
of many a lake storm and versed in the 
ways of treacherous Erie, never before 
experienced such a storm.

The missing are two amateur fisher- 
men, Supposedly from Cleveland, who 
rented a boat from Bonney’s boathouse, 
near the East Pier. They put out into 
the lake just before the storm broke. 

Three of the fishing boats, half sinking, 
were blown ashore, the men in them be- 
ing kept busy bailing out rainwater and 
not making any effort to use the oars. 
Two of the boats were nurled upon the 
sand and their occupants ran up into the 
town without their names being learned. 
Another boat containing two men simply 
disappeared. The men were seen to make 
an effort to row just before the rain 
deluge came. When the rain ceased they 
and their boat had been blotted out. 

The storm gave its warning for TY.orain 
in a great black cloud that settled like 
night upon the lake a little before 11 
o'clock this morning. There was a quick, 
cold puff of wind and then a gale caught 
its pace. Then came the rain, blinding 
and dense. From the life-saving station 
five rowboats could be seen, all occupied 
by fishing parties. Moored off the new 
intake at the Lorain Breakwater were 
two wrecking derricks. It was from these 
that seventy men were rescued. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, May 31.—Four 
dead and a score injured was the toll of 
the terrific wind and rainstorm which 
swept over Cleveland and vicinity to-day, 
wrecking buildings, overturning boats in 
Lake Erie, breaking down wire poles, 
tearing up trees, and smashing windows 
and signs on the streets. The storm was 
general in Northern Ohio and very de- 
structive. In Cleveland Henry J. Render, 
40, was fishing in the lake at the mouth of 
Rocky River when the storm broke. His 
body was recovered. Three men were 
rowing off Edgewater Park. All went 
aown. One, who clung to the boat, was 
rescued, only to die half an hour later. 

Twerty bathers at Edgewater Park who 
took shelter in the bathhouse, were buried 
when the roof fell on them. Two were 
so seriously injured that they will proba- 
bly die. A man had both legs broken 
when a wagon was blown on him. An- 
other was struck .by a piece of cornice, 
blown off an eleven-story building and his 
skull was fractured. Several were injured 
by falling signs. Three other men were 
hurt when a scaffold on which they were 
working collapsed in the wind. 

The wind reached a velocity of sixty 
miles an hour.

WASHINGTON, May 31.—A _ severe 
storm, whose center, increasing in in- 
tensity in Ontario, will rush down the 
St. Lawrence Valley, caused showers and 
thunderstorms practically everywhere 
east of the MissiSsippi River. 

In this city the storm broke with con- 
siderable force and downtown streets 
were strewn with trees and branches.

whirled into the door by the wind, where 
she dropped dead from fright. George A. 
| Martin, President of the Pittsburg Tube 
Company, is dying in a hospital with a 
fractured skull caused by a falling sign. 

In Sewickley the roof of the First Na- 
tional Bank was blown 200 feet, the chim- 
neys falling throvgh the roof of a neigh- 
boring building. Two dwellings were 
crushed like a box of cards by the terrific 
force of the wind. Huge electric signs of 
zlass were torn from the roofs and went 
clattering to the pavement, while wood 
signs floated through the air, to the great 
danger of pedestrians, a score of whom 
were reported from the various hospitals, 

The Painter mills of the United States 
Steel Corporation had four sixty-foot 
stacks blown over, which crashed through 
the roof of the mill, severing a steam sup- 
ply pipe and necessitating shutting down 
the plant. An ice wagon that stood on 
the onongahela wharf was blown into 
the river and the horse drowned. The 
large skylights of the City Hall were 
blown in and went crashing into the cor- 
ridor four stories below. All the windows 
and part of the glass roof in the train- 
shed of the Pittsburg & Lake Erie Station 
went before the wind, and Patrick Whal- 
en, pilot on a hook and ladder truck, was 
blows from his seat among the ladders, 
fracturing a leg.

J. A. DREXEL SEEKS 
NEW HEIGHT RECORD 
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‘American Aviator Will Attempt to 
Rise More Than 11,000 
Feet. 


PARIS RACER REACHES ROME 








Beaumont Lands There and Is a Big 
Prize Winner—Bad Luck Still 
Pursues Garros,

LONDON, May 31.— J. Armstrong 
Drexel, the well-known American air- 
man, is now making plans for a hazard- 
ous attempt to eclipsé all previous 
height record. In order to create new 
altitude figures and beat Legagneux, 
who at present is the record holder. 
/Drexel will need to rise more than 11,- 
000 feet. For the purpose of the flight, 
which Drexel will make either at Brook- 
lands or Hendon in the first favorable 
spell of weather a special monoplane 
with a Gnome motor of 100 horse power 
is being sent over from Paris. 

What the attempt means may be 
gauged when it is mentioned that 
Drexel will need to climb skywards in 
a monoplane for at least two hours be- 
fore he can hope. to establish a new 
record. During this time he will see ab- 
solutely nothing of the ground below, 
and will only know when he is ascend- 
ing by constant consultation with in- 
struments and by the inclination of his 
mavzhine. The nerve strain of this alti- 
tude flying is frightful. Climbing over 
9,000 feet high at Philadelphia last sea- 
son, Drexel suddenly found himself 
overcome by wild peals of laughter, 
which he could not check. This was 
the outcome of sheer nervous tension. 

Morane, the celebrated French air- 
man, after descending from‘a high 
flight at Havre, was half senseless in 
his driving seat. It is the change in 
the atmospheric pressure as the airman 
climbs or descends through these high 
altitudes which makes high flying so 
perilous. Seized with a fainting fit at 
a height of several thousand feet, noth- 
ing can save the pilot from destruction. 

Realizing the absolute necessity for 
physical fitrress, Drexel will go into 
definite training for the attempt which 
he will make. His aim will be to start 
with his nerves as sound as possible. 
He will also seek to resist the tempta- 
tion, which it has been found the air- 
man has, to dive back rapidly to the 
earth after he has climbed to a very 
great altitude. The danger in this is 
}that a swift rush through the air may 
ldaze the man and prevent him con- 
| trolling his machine accurately at the 
moment of reaching the ground. The 
death of Chavez, after his flight over 
the Alps, is attributed to his overswift 
descent, producing temporary Iinsensi- 
bility. 

Drexel is planning, in addition to a 
height flight, to make a desperate bid 
to win back for America the Gordon 
Bennett Cup, which was wrested from 
the United States in October last at 
Belmont Park by Grahame-White, the 
English airman. Drexel is having built 
for him a racing monoplane with an en- 
gine developing 140 horse power. With 
this he hopes to be able to attain an 
actual flying speed of very little less 
than 100 miles an hour. Such a fear- 
fully fast machine will need to be 
handled with the utmost skill. Its sus- 
taining surface will be cut away to a 
minimum, and it will descend from its 
flight at a speed of more than sixty 
‘miles an hour. It would only be possi- 
ble to use such a monoplane, which is 
as great a freak as are some racing mo- 
tor cars, over a perfectly flat aero- 
drome. A descent on anything like 
rough country would be disastrous. 

Drexel has now decided to take part 
in the 1,000-mile race across Great Brit- 
ain for The Daily Mail £10,000 prize. In 
this contest, which begins July 22, 
Drexel will pilot a monoplane in which 
it will be sought to combine both speed 
and reliability. 


BEAUMONT REACHES ROME. 




















Tremendous Ovation for Him There— 
Garros’s Bad Luck Continues. 


ROME, May 31.—André Beaumont, the 
French aviator, in the face of innumera- 
ble difficulties, to-day made one of the 
greatest flights in the history of aviation. 
He is once again the leader in the great 
Paris-Rome-Turin race. 

Frey, the German representative, and 
Roland Garros, who was first to reach 
Genoa, have now been left far behind by 
Beaumont. They are both at Pisa, having 
met with misfortune on:the second stage 
of the journey. 

Beaumont, who made an early start 
from Alassio, not’ far from the French 
frontier, flew to Rome, making stops at 
Genoa and Pisa, in less than seven hours. 
Coming down the coast he passed Civita 
Vecchia at 3:30 P. M., and arrived at 
Rome twenty-five minutes later, cover- 
ing the distance at the rate of ninety 
miles an hour. 

His reception in Rome was one of the 
greatest triumphs since ancient days. 
The hills abcut the city. the roofs, the 
terraces, balconies, and domes were black 
with people. The vast crowds cheered 
wildly. Troops were unable to restrain 
the spectators when Beaumont made his 
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landing. Tne aviator was picked up 
bedily ang placed in an automobile be- 
side Mayor Nathan and the Prefect of 
Rome, amid frantic cries of ‘‘ Viva Beau- 
mont!” ** Viva Francia! ”’ 

To which Beaumont answered, ‘“ Viva 
italia." 

Ecores of people placed their hands on 
the avtomebiie and pushed it along, 
Beaumont weeping with emotion. He said 
that he had brought the first eerial greet- 
ings from the French metropolis to the 
iuternal City, and he delivered to Mayor 
Nathén a mescuge from the President of 
the Paris Municipelity. 

Beaumont was then raised om the 
shoulders of the crowd, and was obliged 
to make a speecn. He said he was happy 
to be the first aerial messenger tu Rome, 
as it would bind Italy and France more 
closely together, and he was the more 
sotisfied at this because he himself was 
a French officer. He ended by hoping 
that the friendship between France and 


Italy would be eternal. 
Beaumdnt 34 naval officer, whose real 
name is C@é6nneau. Telling of his exnpe- 


riences, he said that the most dangerous 
part of his journey was at Frejus. Then, 
aftcr leaving Leghorn, to escape u storm 
he was forced to fly 200 miles over the 
sea. 

Beaumont, in addition to his previous 
scrimmage in this race, wins $20,000 by 
reaching Rome ahead of the other com- 
petitors. 

Roland Garros, who left Pisa early to- 
day, was compelled to return, and was 
still there to-night. A short distance 
out of Pisa his monoplane, while going 
at a great burst of speed, suddenly 
swooped downward. The aviator was able 
to move his planes, but the machine 
struck the earth with great violence and 
was wrecked. Garros escaped unhurt, but 
he was unable to complete repairs or 
obtain a new machine. 

Frey, the other most promising candi- 
date in the great contest, spent the night 
at Genoa, and started to-day with high 
hopes of overtaking the leaders. His 
aeroplane was wrecked, however, just out- 
side the San Rossore landing place. Frey 
was injured about the face. This did 
not cause him much trouble, but the fall 
resulted in a severe nervous shock. 

Both Garros and Frey hope to continue 
the flights to Rome tvu-morrow. 


PISA, May 31.—Accidents of a more 
serious nature than any which had oc- 
curred since the flight was begun marred 
the Nice to Rome stage of the 1,300-mile 
Paris-Rome-Turin aviation contest. 

Three of the competitors, the French- 
men, Garros and Beaumont, and the Ger- 
man, Frev, all met with mishaps to-day 
which damaged their machines, and Frey 
himself was slightly injured. 

Garros left the Cascine di San Rossore, 
the estate of King Victor Emmanuel, be- 
more sunrise to-day to the accompani- 
ment of a deafening roar from the thou- 
sands of enthusiastic spectators who had 
waited all night to witness his departure. 
He flew away at a tremendous speed, but 
after covering a few miles his monoplane 
sudderly fell to the ground. and was 
wrecked. Garros, however, was not hurt, 
and he hurried back to Pisa to await the 
arrival of a new aeroplane with which tu 
resume his flight. 

Beaumont and Frey both mistook the 
race course here, which was decorated 
with flags, for the aerodrome at San 
Rossore, and landed heavily. Their ma- 
chines turned somersaults and were bad- 
ly damaged. Frey dressed a slight wound 
and the aviators started working desper- 
ately to get their machines into shape 
to resume the flight. 

Beaumont repaired his aeroplane and 
left Pisa in the direction of Rome at 
12:55- P. He flew over Grosseto at a 
height of 400 feet. 

Vidart arrived at Nice, the end of the 
first stage of the contest, at 10:18 this 
morning in fine condition after a spec- 
tacular voyage from Avignon. After land- 
ing on the State Highway at Frejus, he 
reascended and, choosing the sea route to 
Nice, passed over the Gulf of Juan, and 
then flew over Cannes and Antibes, where 
thousands of cheering spectators had 
gathered to greet him.

AVIATORS LUST IN FOG. 


Rescue Party Finds Fliers at Mineola 
After Long Search.

HEMPSTEAD, N. Y., May 31.—Lost in 
the fog in an aeroplane, Ferdinand de 
Murias was the object of a rescue made 
by Andre Hupert here to-day. No sooner 
had Hupert located fhe lost aviator and 
was taking the monoplane back, when 
he in turn completely lost his bearings, 
and was the cause of a search party con- 
sisting of F. S. Jerwan, A. F. Gafney, 
Mr. Bates, Philip Whitcom, and a 
mechanician, 

There was only a thin smur of mist 
hanging over the field in which thé pu- 
pils take their lessons early this morn- 
ing, when de Murias climbed into the 
monoplane. He had not reached the op- 
posite side of the field, flying low, when 
like a thick curtain of gray vapor the 
mist developed into a fog and settled 
down over the field. The sound of the 


singing motor was all the clue there was 
as to the whereabouts of de Murias. 
Presently that stopped, and it was evi- 
dent that the student had made a land- 
ing, unable to proceed further. It was 
then that Hupert started out after him. 
He had no difficulty in locating the ma- 
chine, and started back to the hangar in 
it. He got only a few yards when he was 
completely lost. 

It was some time before the three pu- 
pils, Mr. Wilcox, and the mechanician 
were able to locate him. The machine 
was pushed back to the starting point by 
the entire party.

situation. 

“Tf sued, await trial and judgment, 
and, if the same be adverse, disintegrate 
into two or more units among which the 
assets.and personnel of management will 
be partitioned upon such lan as the 
court may approve; or if sued, waive trial 
and consent to ji€@gment with similar 
procedure to that above stated.

The decision in the Tobacco Trust case, 
however, has convinced the leaders of 
the House that the statute needs no 
amendment. These dispatches last night 
pointed out how, under the Chief Jus- 
tices ruling, the ‘‘ reasonable’’ interpre- 
tation of the statute widened its scope 
to cover many offenses not otherwise to 
be reached by the law, and the leaders 
have decided that under this interpreta- 
tion to amend the statute would be to 
weaken it. 

No one now cavils at the Chief Justice’s 
statement that the decision in the Tobac- 
co case gives a wider application to the 
law than had yet been seen. The Tobacco 
case had complications that did not ap- 
pear in the case first decided. That ex- 
Plains why the decision first announcing 
the application of the rule of reason to the 
trust law was popularly received as a re- 
striction upon that statute. It was not 
until the Tobacco decision—wisely with- 
held until the way had been prepared in 
the Standard Oil decision—came down 
that it was seen that the court's idea was 
quite different, and that only by its 
‘‘reasonable’”’’ construction could the de- 
signed effectiveness of the statute against 
all sorts and subterfuges of monopoly be 
carried out. 

There are still critics of both decisions, 
but in every group of politicians there are 
men ready to answer them. And the chief 
answer is that no matter what the theo- 
retical effect of the court's interpretation 
may be, under that same interpretation 
the two biggest and strongest trusts in 
the country have been ordered dissolved. 

The position of the House Democrats 
on the subject was made clear this after- 
noon by statements from Oscar Under- 
wood, Chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee, and Representative Clayton 
of Alabama, Chairman of the Committee 
on the Judiciary, which would have im- 
mediate charge of a bill amending the 
trust statute. 

“If we are to take the Supreme Court 
at its word,’’ said Chairman Clayton, 
“there is no need for an amendment of 
the Sherman anti-trust law. The Supreme 
Court says that the Sherman act is com- 
prehensive. Under it the Supreme Court 
has ordered the dissolution of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company and the American Toe 
bacco Company.” ' 

“The latest decision of the Supreme 
Court,’ said Mr. Underwood, ‘ shows that 
the Sherman law is comprehensive, and! 
that it is sufficient to dissolve anv com- 
bination existing in restraint of trade. In 
view of the two decisions, taken as a 
whole, I cannot see where anv amendment 
to the Sherman law is-.needed.”’ 


TOBACCO STOCK SLUMPS. 











Mr. Page Suggests New Laws to Per- 
mit Business to be Legal. 

Reversing the course of events on the 
Stock Exchange on the day following the 
Standard Oil decision, the market sold off 
vesterday, and on the Curb American To- 
bacco common, which since the Standard 
Oil decision had advanced to a new high 
record of 520, collapsed and did not make 
any appreciable rally until a slump of 82 
points from the opening and of 102 points 
from the crest of the recent rise had been 
recorded. 

As if expecting-a similar market inter- 
pretation of the American Tobacco de- 
cision as of the other ‘‘ anti-trust’ case, 
the opening prices yesterday, following 
the holdiday of Tuesday, showed sub- 
stantial advances in‘leading issues, with 
the exception of Steel and Amalgamated, 
This strength lasted only a few minutes, 
however, and the slump which followed | 
earried prices in the active issues down 
from 1 to 8 points. Steel common, on | 
which the interest seemed concentrated, 
recorded transactions of 75,000 shares in 
the first hour, on which the price dropped 
points. The lowest prices were 
reached early in the afternoon, and then 
followed a recovery which was sufficient 
just before the close to put many stocks 
back to where the backing had started. 
The late trading on the rise was active, 
and the market closed strong, although a 
comparison with Monday's last prices 
showed losses ranging from fractions to 
a point or more in the greater.part of the 
list.

Success Might Make a Monopoly. 


‘With regard to size and power, it is 
obviously within the possibility of growth 
of any concern that there will be a day 
and an hour when it is not a monopoly, 
and a point of time only one minute there- 
after when it will have crossed the line 
and become one. Hence, notwithstanding 
eevry desire of business men to keep 
within the law, there is to-day no means 
of its being known in border line cases 
whether a particular corporation is with- 
in or without it, or may become so by 
process of evolution, and an economic 
and psychological condition would seem 
to have been reached for new and statu- 


tory remedies. 

“To enable existing combinations to 
reorganize, in cases where they have not 
been sued and do not desire to wait to be 
sued, it is essential that some law be en- 
acted by Cor:gress whereby independently 
of litigation, a proposed reorganization 
may be submited to the court, or to a 
court constituted for the purpose, and its 
approval obtained in advance. 

‘To meet the requirement of new en- 
terprises, in addition to the foregoing, nec- 
essarily arises the idea heretofore dis- 
cussed in many quarters, namely, Federal 
incorporation with Federal regulation. 
This presupposes the passage of a statute 
by Congress authorizing Federal incor- 
poration, and making industrials who take 
advantage of it subject to Federal regu- 
lation in the same way as obtains in the 
case of inter-State railroads. 

‘Such an act to be availed of by ex- 
isting combinations necessarily would con- 
tain provisions by which the approval of 
the court or a commission could be ob- 
tained to the plan and basis upon which 
it is proposed to turn over the assets of 
the existing enterprise. Whether or not 
such legistation would require the segre- 
gation of such an enterprise into a num- 
ber of units, or whether Federal regula- 
tion could safely be assumed to be a 
substitute for direct competition, and a 
competent protection to the producer and 
the consumer, or to capital and labor will, 
of course, be for Congress to determine. 

‘*BKither one or both of such plans of 
procedure through new legislation seems 
to be now expedient to enable new capital 
to safely embark in new enterprises or 
any plan for the reorganization of an 
existing enterprise in cases when by rea- 
son of its size-and power it may already 
be a monopoly, or when, by reason of the 
contemplated magnitude of its operations 
if successful in the course of time, it is 
bound to arrive at a point where it will 
become one. 

“Tt is assumed in any and all of the 
cases above referred to that the practices 
of the corporation and methods by which 
it has aggrandized itself are absolutely 
free from taint of impropriety with re- 
gard to direct or indirect restraint of 
trade.”’ 


Government Can Coerce Trusts. 


James C. McReynolds, who prosecuted 
the case against the American Tobacco 
Company, as special counsel for the 
Government, pointed out that the decis- 
ion left three forces of coercion open to 
the Government ‘n such cases. In addi- 
tion to criminal prosecution was the 
power to seize the goods of the corpora- 
tion in transit from one State to another 
as trough they had been smuggled. The 
third was for the Government to obtain 
a preliminary injuncton against the cor- 
puration violating the law as construed 
by the Supreme Court, to be followed by 


the final prohibition of the company’s in- 
ter-State commerce or its dissolution by 
a receiver. 

By these means, Mr. McReynolds said, 
the long delay experienced in former 
trust prosecutions could be eliminated, 
now that the lower courts had the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court as a guide. 
The power to confiscate goods, he said, 
was on important addition to the means 
at the disposal of the Government in sup- 
pressing monopolies, and the injunction 
process was a still more effectual weapon 
to the same end. 

United States District Attorney Henry 
A. Wise also commented on these three 
courses, but laid the emphasis on criminal 
prosecution. While disclaiming any au- 
thority to speak for the Attorney General 
he said that it was his idea to proceed 
‘criminally against the individual officers 
of offending corpcrations. He not 
think there would be many long-drawn- 
out equity cases in the future, now that 
law had been interpreted. In the 
criminal prosecution of individuals the 
penalty is $5,000 five or a year’s imprison- 
ment or both. 

Another attorney who has been associ- 
ated with the prosecution of trust cases 
said: 

“This is really the first test of the 
anti-trust law ever to be pvt in opera- 
tion. The Supreme Court decision prac- 
tically means that the Government is 

oing to force the American Tobacco 
‘ompany to undo all it has done in the 
‘last twenty years. Neither the American 
|'Tobaeco Company nor any other powerful 
| corporation of similar nature will be per- 
| mitted to conduct its business in such @ 
|'way as to prevent lawful competition. 

“The rights of the small independent 
‘dealer must be respected. The action of 
| the Government will be so drastic in this 
'ease that it will serve as a warning to 
' all other corporations in the future. 

“The problem is so vast a one that it 
will take many weeks before the Ameri- 
can Tobacco Company will be abie to ad- 
just its affairs. It is impossible to say 
just what will be done, but it is clear that 
the Government. has determined that all 
unlawful combinations against legitimate 
‘trade competition will be broken up, that 
ithe small dealer will have a chance to 
‘live, and the provisions of the anti-trust 
,law will be enforced even if it means

Police Find a Package of More 
Than 30, and Question Dead 
Woman’s Husband. 
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HE DEMANDS HIS RELEASE 








Obtains a Writ of Habeas Corpus, 
Which Is Likely to Force a Seri- 
ous Charge Against Him. 





Henry A. Scheib, husband of the young 
woman whose body was found in a bath- 


Seventy-eighth Street on Monday after- 
noon, Was closely questioned by Second 
Deputy Police Commissioner Dougherty 
and Inspector Russell of the Detective 
Bureau for three hours yesterday in an 
effort to find out from him the complete 


of the woman’s disappearance several 
months ago and his own removal from 
the flat upon which he continued to pay 
the rent. 

Scheib surprised the police officials by 
telling them that the affectionate ‘‘Anna’”’ 
correspondence, which seemed to indicate 
that Mrs. Scheib had a rival in his af- 
fections, was in reality conducted by him- 
self to himself, with a view of having 
Mrs. Scheib see the letters if she should 
ever decide to rejoin him after her long 
absence. 

His story on this point, while apparently 
verified by the fact that he was able to 
rewrite the letter in an almost identical 
handwriting, was not taken seriously. 
Dougherty concluded that it was rather a 
letter he wished the police to find and see 
in it evidence that he believed his wife 
was alive on the date of its writing, 
which was three months after Mrs. Scheib 
is believed to have come to her death in 


the Seventy-eighth Street apartment, 

t the conclusion of their questioning 

of Scheib the police sent detectives to 
Brooklyn and Newark, and to _ several 
Manhattan adaresses, and sent telegrams 
to Mrs. Antoni Scheib, at Blue Island, 
Ill., and the Chief of Police of Springfield, 
Mass. The Mrs. Scheib addressed at 
Blue Island, they believe, is Scheib’'s 
mother, while John Lover, at Spring- 
field, whom the Chief of Police was re- 
quested to look up, was named by Scheib 
as the father of his wife. 
Late in the efternoon, following a con- 
ference of all the detectives assigned to 
the case, and Assistant District Attorney 
Theron R. Strong, it was decided to off- 
set an effort by Scheib toegain his lib- 
erty on a writ of habeas corpus by mak- 
ing a serious charge against him. He 
is now held simply as a suspicious per- 
son. 


Seeks His Release. 


The application for a writ of habeas 
corpus was made in Scheib’s behalf by 
Alexander Karlin, who has been retained 
aS his counsel. The application was 
granted by Justice Bischoff in the Su- 
preme Court and was made returnabie 
at 10:30 o'clock this morning, at which 
time the Warden of the Tombs was di- 
rected to produce Scheib in court. 


**I shall see to it that Scheib does not 
go free,’’ declared Assistant District At- 
torney Strong. ‘‘ From the evidence in 
hand already I am convinced that the 
charge of homicide should be made, and I 
shall certainly move to have this charge 
laid against Scheib before he can gain his 
release.,”’ 

Second Deputy Dougherty and Inspector 
Russell said that they had ample evidence 
on which the chaufteur could be held. 
Coroner Winterbottom, who has charge 
of the case for the Coroner's office, has 
issued subpoenas for an inquest returnable 
this afternoon at 2 o'clock. When the sub- 
poenas were issued it was expected that 
the present commitment of Scheib by Cor- 
ener Hellenstein would hold him until 
that hour, as the forty-eight-hour limit 
would not then be exhausted. The later 
habeas corpus proceedings forced the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office to act without 
waiting for the Coroner’s verdict. 

The police carefully examined early in 
the day more than thirty letters found 
in a box in the Scheib apartment. To the 
wife’s friends and relatives it was clear 
that she was known as Mrs, Hugh A. 
Sherman, while to her husband’s relatives 
she was known as Mrs. Harry A. Scheib. 

Six letters written over a period cover- 
ing the year 1910 up to Nov. 1, were ad- 
dressed from 37 Thomas Street, Spring- 
field, Mass., to Mrs. Lillian Sherman, in 
some cases, and Mrs. Hugh A. Sherman 
in other cases. All were signed by 
‘* Father,’’ except one, which was from 
‘“* Etta,’’ evidently a sister of Mrs. Scheib. 
The last one informed “ dearest Lillian ”’ 
that the writer was on her way to New 
4 abt after a visit in Washington, 


During the same period other letters 
from Illinois signed ‘‘ Mother’”’ were com- 
ing to the same address to Mrs. Harry 
A. Scheib, discussing the family affairs 
of Scheib’s mother and brothers in the 
Middle. West. 


A Package of Letters. 


The letters, all of which were entirely on 
domestic themes, gave no indication of 
any trouble in the Scheib household. 
Scheib’s mother mentioned the receipt of 
presents from Lillian, while the father 
acknowledged receipt of goods sent by 


parcels post for Lillian’s four-year-old 
sister, Eileen.

The Prisoner's Story. 

With this data in hand the Second Dep- 
uty returned to the examination of Scheib. 
The prisoner said he had met a young 
woman of whose people he knew nothing, 
and married her on July 8, 1906, in Jer- 
sey City, the clergyman being an Epis- 
copalian, whose name he could not recall. 

He said they never had any quarrels, 
but that she had left him on Feb. 2, and 
that he continued to live in their flat 
in Sixty-eighth Street until April 15, when 
he moved to the west side. He said he 
had returned to the flat on April 25, and 
found it in good order then. He spent 
the night there, he said, and used the 
bathtub. 


The police were abie to confirm this 
story in part. They found that some one 
certainly had been in the flat since Feb- 
ruary, as three newspapers bearing March 
and April dates were picked up on the 
On the other hand, they learned 
that Scheib had never been seen in the 
tenement after Jan. 15, and that his wife 
dropped out of sight some two or three 
weeks before that. 

One of the points on which the police 
worked most diligently was to determine 
the last date on which Mrs. Scheib was 
Seen alive. They learned that on Jan. 
21 the Political Equality League had her 
listed with a group of suffragists who in- 
vaded Wall Street to sell The Broadside, 
a suffragist publication. 

In the medicine cioset of the bathroom 
the police found morphine tablets which 
had been sold by Kimmel & Brother. 
druggists at Seventy-eighth Street and 
Avenue A, on the prescription of Dr. R. J. 
of 354 East Seventy-ninth 
Street. Dr, O.Connell said he attended 
Mrs. Scheib only once, on the evening of 
last Sept. 29. Her husband called at 
his office, he said, stating that his wife 
was ill. The physician prescribed the 
morphine tablets to ease the pain. As the 
husband never paid him for this call he 
failed to make any more. A few davs 
ago he said ne‘ghbors had called his at- 
tention to the fact that the blinds in the 
Scheib apartment had not been up in 
many months. 

Druggist Kimmel informed the police 
that in the last few months Scheib had 
materially changed in disposition. 

‘‘He was very strict with. his wife,’’ 
Kimmel said, ‘‘and he never allowed her 
a key to the apartment. She used to come 
in here after being out for a visit and 
borrow 5 cents from me to telephone to 
her husband, asking him to hurry home 
and let her in. He kept the only key 
there was. He - always drovped in here. to 
buy cigarettes on his wav home. 
12 we installed a cigarette vending ma- 
chine, and an hour afterward Scheib got 
two packages of cigarettes. 

‘‘“My wife and I asked why he did not 
go home. He replied that he was keeping 
bachelor apartments, as his wife had gone 
to Springfield, Mass., where her folks 
lived, to undergo an operation. He re- 
mained in the store until after all the 
customers had gone, and then bought two 
more packages of cigarettes, saying he 
was going to his flat to smoke them, as 
he could not sleep for lonesomeness. 

‘After that he used to hang about the 
store a great deal, buying all .the news- 
papers, but never going to his apartment, 
so far as I could tell. He hired a mes- 
senger boy one day and sent him home 
with a small package.’”’ 

The bookkeepers at the model tenement 
where the Scheibs lived, declared that 
never once after Feb. 1 did Scheib 
pay the rent in person. The money al- 
Ways came in by messenger or was found 
in the letter box in the superintendent's 


door. 

George Wyeth, whose automobile Scheib 
drove, confirmed the story of the change 
in his disposition after Jan. 1. He said 
he became nervous and absent-minded, 
while the manager of the garage where 
the car was kept, said that Scheib had 
acted so queerly for the past three weeks 
that he had made a special investigation 
to see if he had been drinking. He found 
that he had not, although he was smoking 
very heavily. Cigarette butts were found 
in large numbers both in the East Sev- 
enty-eighth Street place and in the room 
in Amsterdam Avenue where N6 went to 
live in February or March,

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CURB ON FOREIGN BANKERS. 


No Objection in the Assembly to the 
Sullivan-Foley Measure.

ALBANY, May 31.—The Sullivan-Foley 
Foreign Bankers bill passed the Assembly 
to-day, without protest. The bill is di- 
rected against the fraudulent practices 
by which persons of foreign birth are be- 
ing victimized by small private banking 
enterprises, chiefly on the lower east side, 
New York. 

The bill makes more stringent the pro- 
hibitions against the exercise of banking 
powers by corporations not subject to 
the banking laws, prohibiting any cor- 
porations save those subject to these laws 
from receiving money for transmission, or 
from transmitting it by draft or other- 
wise. It also would prohibit foreign cor- 
porations, except National banks, from 
exercising in this State any of the powers 

rohibited by section 22 of the Corporation 


aw. 

In ortier to meet the objections raised 
by foreign bankers against this bill 
Senator Sullivan to-day introduced a 
measure in the Senate, which inserts two 
new sections in the banking law, provid- 
ing that no foreign banking corporation, 
except a National bank, shall transact 
business in the State unless the corpora- 
tion shall have been authorized by its 
charter to carry on such a business, and 
shall actually carry on such a business 
in the State or country where it was in- 
corporated, unless the actual value of the 
gssets of such a corporation is at least 
$250,000 in excess of liabilities, unless it 
shall have complied th all the provi- 
sions of its charter d the laws applica- 
ble to it, and shall have received from the 
State Superintendent of Banks a license 
to do banking business in this State.

TO BE PUT THROUGH 


Tammany Decides to Make Some 
Show of Keeping the Party's

LATE SESSION NOW CERTAIN 





New Charter for New York One of the 
Measures—Grady Opposes High- 
‘way Commission Bill. 





Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, May 31.—By the grace of 
Tammany Hall a part of the Dix reform 
programme, modeled on the pledges of 
the Rochester platform but in a greatly 
modified form, will be permitted to pass 
the Legislature. Incidentally, this will 
keep the lawmaking body in session until 
the beginning of the “dog days,’’ with 
the possibility that the lawmakers may 
be called upon to return after a recess 
or for an extraordinary session in the 
early Fall to pass a Congressional reap- 
portionment measure after the Congress 
initiative has been duly recorded and 
transmitted to the. various Capitols 
throughout the country. 

Final adjournment for June 16 was pro- 
vided for in a concurrent resolution 
which passed the Assembly a couple of 
weeks ago, and which now is pending 
without action in the Senate Committee 
on Finance. This date was fixed when 
the legislative leaders were under .the 
impression that the Dix reform meas- 
ures could be tossed on the legislative 
scrap heap. Now that Tammany Leader 
Murphy has decreed differently, the lead- 


ers who do his bidding in the Legislature 
are talking of final adjournment on June 
36, but it {s more likely that the Legis- 
lature will remain in session at least one 
week beyond that date. 

The first public announcement of the 
altered plans came to-day, when it be- 
came generally known that the joint 
Cities Committees Of both houses had de- 
cided that a Charter for New York City 
must be passed at the pecnens session, and 
let ie be known that the work of drafting 
it had been left in the hands of Ray BE. 
Smith, former Clerk of the Assembly, and 
an experienced drafter of bills, especially 
charters, He will be assisted by Assist- 
ant Corporation Counsel William J. Mc- 
Nulty of New York. 

Mr. Smith believes that it will require 
at least four weeks for him and his as- 
sociate to draft the proposed charter, 
which will be based in part on the so- 
called Gaynor Charter, in part on the 
Charter draft that was introduced this 
year by the legislative committee of which 
Mr. Smith was counsel, and in part orn 
suggestions made at the various hearings 
held by the two Committees on City Af- 
fairs this year. As another week at least 
will ‘be necessary to put the proposed 
Charter through, even if it should be per- 
fect in form when introduced, this will 
take the Legislature into the first week 
of July. * 

The first and foremost of the Dix re- 
forms—the bill providing for the ousting 
of the present State Highway Commission, 
which is controlled by the Republicans, 
and putting Im its place a commission 








which would be dominated probably by! 


State Engineer Bensel, who is considered 
a Murphy man—struck. a snag at the 
first serious attempt made to pass it. | 
None less than Senator -Thomas F. | 
Grady came out in open revolt against 
the bill to-day, and announced that not 
only would he not vote for it, but he 
would make a fight on the floor of the 
Senate against its passage. 

President pro ten Robert F. Wagner, 
the young Tammany Senator, who now 
fills the place for which Grady was slated 
as leader of the Senate majority, did all 
in his power to win Grady over to the 
revised Murphy plan to let the Dix high- 
way bill go through. but all these efforts 
proved futile. Senator Grady turned his 
back on Senator Wagner whenever the 
latter tried to do missionary work with 
him in favor of the highway “ reform.” 

At the same time Senator Frawley, who 
with Senator Grady was a member of the 
legislative committee which formulated 
the law under which the present High- 
way Commission was created, threatened 
to oppose the bill, too. Then Senator 
Wagener called a caucus of the Democratic 
Senators for this evening. 

While Senator Grady stayed out of 
the caucus, and Senator Roosevelt, who 
is also opposed to the bill, Jeft before the 
vote was taken, President pro tem. Wag- 
ner of the Senate, after the caucus ad- 
journed, said that he would have twenty- 
seven votes for the bill, one more than 
the number required to pass it. This is 
contingent on the appearance of Senator 
Harden of Kings to-morrow, but in any 
event the action of the caucus as to-night | 
provides a smooth way for the Governor’s 
highway bill in the upper house. Senator 
Roosevelt said that his constituents were 
opposed to the so-called highway reform 
bill and that he would be bound by thelr 
wishes rather than the wishes of the or- 
ganization, and would oppose the Dill in 
the Senate to-morrow. 

Senator Frawley attended the caucus. 

The Governor's Conservation bill, which 
rovides for the abolition of the Forest, 
Mish and Game Commission and the Wa- 
ter Supply Commission, and the consolida- 
tion of the activities of both In a State 
Department of Conservation, is also being 
‘‘nerfected.”” In its original form this 
measure contained the ideas of Thomas 
Mott Osborne, who recently resigned as 
Forest, Fish and Game ommiasioner, 
though he was slated to be head of the en- 
larred department. 

These ideas. needless to aay, were not 
pleasing to Tammany Leader Murphy and 
the organization, and it is understood that 
they did not agree in every respect with 
the view of Gov. Dix, who has much 
practical experience as a result of his 
business connections with the activities 
that would come under the supervision of 
the new Conservation Department. 


WOULD EXEMPT CITY’S LAND. 


Supervisors of Outside Countles, How. 
ever, Object to Taking Off the Tax.

ALBANY, May 31.—The Brennan bill 
regulating the cold storage business of 
this State was sent to the Governor for 
his consideration to-day, the Assembly 
having adopted the Senate's amendments 
to the measure. Under its provisions food 
eatery stored for refrigeration must 
year dates showing the time they were 
p'aced in cold storage and the time they 
were taken out. 

The period in which articles of food may 
be kept in cold storage is limited to ten 
months, except in the case of butter, 
which may be kept twelve months. Power 
is given to the State Comrnissioner of 
Health to supervise the cold storage 
plants. The Brennan bill was redrafted 
after the Senate Committee on Public 
Health made a personal inspection of sev- 
eral cf the large cold storage plants.

Battalion Chief Walsh and sixteen fire- 
men were overcome by smoke and escap- 
ing gas in the cellars of the building at 57 
Murray Street, where a fire was dis- 
covered just before 6 o’clock last evening, 
They were rescued with great difficulty, 
and as the men were carried to the sur- 
face they fought hard against the minis- 
trations of the ambulance surgeons. No 
lives were lost and no permanent injuries 
recorded, while the fire was put out after 
about $2,000 damage had been done, Those 
overcome were:

The fact that there were no serious re- 
sults was attributed to the presence of 
Dr. Harry Archer, a surgeon of the Fire 


Department, who nappened to be walk- 
ing through City Hall Park with Lieut. 
Kennell of the Mayor's office, when the 
jangling of the fire bells caused them to 
turn their steps toward Church and Mur- 
ray Streets, where a vast crowd was 
packed beyond the fire lines, 

When Dr. Archer heard the cries fror 
the cellar and saw the first men stagger 
to the street he ordered that ambulances 
be called, and within a few moments four 
aoctcrs were hurrying from the Hudson 
Street Hospital. 

The building at 57 Murray Street is oc- 
cupied by the crockery house of Froeber 
& Vollrath. A bookkeeper on the ground 
floor of an adjoining building was the 
first to.detect the fire, as she saw smoke 
curling up from the rear grating. She 
called to a boy in the street, and he 
turned in the alarm. Engine 29 was the 
first to arrive, and most of the men who 
etruggled with the gas and smoke were 
from that company. 

Lieut. Tighe, acting under the orders of 








Acting Deputy Chief Worth, got a line in 
first from. Engine 29, and Engine 6 fol- 
lowed, fighting their way to the sub-cel- 
lar. They had made little progress when 
they were blinded and choked by the 
heavy smoke from the burning excelsior, 
and later by a flood of gas from a 
pipe which had melted. 

The cries for help from Tdeutenants 
Tighe and Humphreys told those nearer 
the street and those outside what had 
happened. The men of Truck 1 devoted 
themselves at ence to dragging out the 
men, who were dropping fast in their 
tracks. Then Deputy Chief Worth sent 
down Battalion Chief Walsh to order out 
all the men. 

Walsh started mito the cellar, but, 
blinded by the smoke, he could not see 
the way. He stumbled, and before he 
could recover his balance he plunged 
headiong down the steps to the sub-cel- 
lar. Talking it all over afterward Walsh 
said that as he.fell he remembered how, 
in just such circumstances, Deputy Chief 
Kruger had been drowned, and had no 
hope. He landed with a crash at the 
bottom of the steps. His head had not 
struck anything, and, collecting his wits, 
he called the orders as best he could, and 
then, hardly knowing what he did, 
crawled, painfully, up to the cellar, and 
from there up the stairs to the first floor, 


found him. és —. 

When it seemed as though all the men 
had been fished out of the danger pit, a 
hurried: count was taken, and they saw 





that George Dorr of Engine 6 was mis- 
sing. Tighe, who had been revived, 
promptly vowed that he was going back 
to look for Dorr. but they. held him de- 


spite his struegles to do so. William 
Wood and August Dahle discovered Dorr 
unconscious under the sidewalk, where 
he had crawled toward the faint lMght. 
The men outside were watching anxious- 
lv, when Dahle stumbled out, carrying 
Dorr in his arms, 

‘Wood is at the foot of the stairs,’’ 
Dahle... *“*‘ Heagropped there. Get 
him.’’ And then Dahle, too, went out of 
his head. 

After the arrival of the ambulances 
representatives of the gas company went 
to the basement. where they discovered 
the leak, "This was plugged and the flow 
of gas stopped. 

The work of putting out the fire was 
done from the street py the cellar pipes, 
and both cellar and sub-cellar were 
flooded. The cause was not determined.

NO WATER FOR BRONX FIRE. 


Firemen Long Unable to Get Streams 
on Mott Haven Granary. 


Owing to the absence of water pressure 
for a time a three-alarm fire in the Mott 
Haven section of the Bronx yesterday 
did $250,000 damage, deprived the section 
of electric light and power for an hour, 
and caused many minor mishaps, includ- 
ing injury to a fireman. The fire was in 
the seven-story brick granary of Dem- 
arest & Carr, 255 East 139th Street. The 
firm, which Geals in hay, grain, feed, and 
animal salt, is one of the oldest in the 
Bronx. 

The building was used as a storehouse 


and was opened only occasionally. Harry. 


Demarest and Frank Leiss opened it, pre- 
paratory to making a shipment, about 8 
o’clock yesterday morning, Leiss went to 
the second floor and took a bale of ex- 
celsior down on the elevator and then 
busied himself with Demarest in the 
ground floor office, Five minutes after 
Leiss went down from the second floor 
Sergt. Heffernan, at Morris Ayenué, saw 
a burst of flames from the second floor 
windows, 


, she building contained 250 tons of hay, 
15 carloads of oats, and 30 of grain, 850 
bales of excelsior, and 80,000 bags of salt. 
The excelsior blazed up like tinder and 
filled the entire Mott Haven section with 
a heavy, black, blinding smoke. Serst. 
Heffernan warned the two men in the 
cffice, Leiss tried to go up to the second 
floor, but the flames drove him back. 
Hetfernan’s alarm sent Acting Deputy 
Chief John F. King to the scene, and he 
at once sent in a second alarm. Fifteen 
minutes later, fearing that the lumber 
yards and factories nearby were in dan- 
ger, King sent a third alarm, which 
brought Acting Chief John Kenlon all the 
way up from his headquarters in Great 
Jones Street, It was a seven-mile run, 
and Kenlon made it in seventeen minutes. 
With him in the automobile were his 
aids, Henry and Henley. Chauffeur 
Rankin turned into 120th Street from 
Fifth Avenue so quickly that the car 
skidded on the wet asphalt and crashed 
into the Mount Morris Park. railing. 
Neither the car nor its occupantS was 
hurt, and the trip te the fire was not 
delayed, 

Something was wrong with the water 
pressure, and for about half an hour the 
streams were totally inadequate. 

Chief Kenlon sent all the members of 
Truck Company 14 to the top of 283 
Morris Avenue, which was separated 
from the burning warehouse merely by a 
party wall, The men couldn't get at the 
flames, so they hoisted a twenty-foot 
beam to the roof and with it tried to 
smash a hole in the wall of the burning 
building. Fireman William Henwetter 
got his right hand between the wall and 
the battering ram, and had it smashed 
almost off. He was taken to Lincoln 
Hospital. 

From the Edison Company’s power plant, 
141st Street and Rider Avenue, which 
furnishes most of the light to the sec- 
tion, a big feed wire goes down Morris 
Avenue past the burning building. Fear- 
ing the building might fatl on this the 
power was shut off, putting fourteen 
square biocks in darkness. 

The water which ultimately was pumped 
from nearby roofs: caused the hay to 
swell and the walls of the building began 
to crack and bulge, but Chief Kenlon 
kept his men back and the fire was un- 
aer control in about two hours. 

In the afternoon the entire building, ex- 
cept a small pert of tre north ond west 
walls fell with a crash that was heard 
for a quarter of a mile. Two frame 
houses adjoining were demolished by the 
brick.and timber. 

Firemen working on the ruinn had 
ample warning and none was hurt. 
There were three companies at work un- 
der Acting Deputy Chief King. He saw 
the walls sagging and ordered ‘all away 
from the building. The two houses ad- 
joining were empted, and fifteen minutes 
later the roof fell, carrying walls and 
fioors to the cellar.

Francis uuynde Stetson denied yester- 
day that he had told Samuel Untermyer,

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EXPECTS TO DEFEAT BRYAN. 


Underwood Says House Caucus WII 
Uphold the Wool Tariff Bill.

WASHINGTON, May 81.—Every indi- 
cation to-night points to a very lively time 
in the Democratic caucus to-morrow after- 
noon on the Ways and Means Committee 
bill revising the woolen schedule, and 
there are many politicians in Washington 
who predict that the big split in the 
Democratic Party, for which the Repub- 
licans have been looking so anxiously, is 
about to occur. There has been much 
bitter denunciation to-day of William Jen- 
nings Bryan for his action in advocating 
free wool in the face of the committee's 
determination to retain a part of the 
present duty; also there has been some 
hot defense of Mr. Bryan and sharp at- 


tack on the committee’s proposition. 

The House leaders, however, believe 
that the committee ,will be upheld. Care- 
ful canvasses of the Democratic side were 
in progress all day. and to-night Repre- 
sentative Underwood, the majority leader, 
predicted that Mr. Bryan would be over- 
whelmed.

Francis Burton Harrison, the young 
New York Representative to whom Mr. 
Bryan gave the copies of the editorial in 
The Commoner which started the latest 
cutbreak, gave out a statement this after- 
noon in which he replied hotly to the in- 
terview which Mr. Underwood gave to the 
press last night. 

‘“‘Mr. Bryan is not trying to dictate to 
the Ways and Means Committee hor to 
the Democratic caucus on the wool ques- 
tion,’’ he said. ‘“He is merely fighting 
for one of the best-established Democratic 
principles. The only way for us to redeem 
our campaign pledges and give the people 
cheaper and better clothing is to make 
raw wool free. This has been a principle 
of our party for the last fifty years.” 

He denied that it was necessary to keep 
a duty on raw wool as a matter of rev- 
enue. He suggested that any deficit 
would be made up by a tax on raw silk 
and raw rubber, which now are free, and 
that a further increase in revenue would 
come from the proposed reductions in the 
cotton schedule. . 

Speaker Clark declined repeatedly to-day 
to express an opinion on the situation, 
but it is understood that he will stand 
with Mr. Underwood when the test comes 
to-morrow. Mr. Clark is in a very deli- 
cate position on the matter because of 
the well-known partiality as a Presi- 
dential candidate for him displayed by 
Mr. Bryan. 

The large probability is that the caucus 
will not be concluded to-morrow. It meets 
at noon, but the Democratic rule has 
been to let every man talk who wants 
to, and a good many want to have their 
say on this proposition. The men who 
have heretofore supported Mr. Bryan sol- 
idly are now almost equally solidly against 
him. They come from the West and 
South, while the Bryan support comes 
from New York and New Jersey chiefly. 
The prediction to-night is that the caucus 
will last three or four days before a de- 
vision is reached. 





Justice Harlan 78 Years Old. 


WASHINGTON, May 381.— Associate 
Justice John Marshall Harlan of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States to-mor- 
row will celebrate his seventy-eighth 
birthday anniversary. His health is ex- 
cellent, and he said to-day that he had 
been sick only twice in his life. He will 
have been on the bench thirty-four years 
on Dec. 10, and if he remains until June 
10, 1912, he will have served longer than 
any justice since the organization of the 
court. 





To Concentrate 21 Battleships. 

NEWPORT, May 31.—Plans are now 
under way for the assembly in Cape Cod 
Bay in July of a fleet of twenty-one bat- 
tleships, with their auxiliaries, making the 
largest battleship squadron in the history 
the American Navy.

MURDER OF TWENTY 
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IN STRIKE CHARGED 


House Committee Hears from 
Labor Leader of Alleged Kill- 
ings at Westmoreland Mines.

WASHINGTON, May 81.—That twenty 
striking miners had been killed and that 
peonage and graft had been practiced by 
the coal operators in the Westmoreland 
coal fields of Pennsylvania were charges 
made by labor leaders before the House 
Rules Committee to-day in a hearing on 
the resolution of Representative Wilson 
for an investigation of the strike condi- 
tions existing there for the last fourteen 
months. 

Francis Feehan, President of the Mine 
Workers’ Union for the Pittsburg dis- 
trict, told the story of the alleged mur- 
der and peonage. He spoke in a dra- 
matic way, and was frequently inter- 
rupted by his followers, who added addi- 
tional details, and by others, who dis- 
played the wounds they had received in 
encour.ters with the deputies and police. 

“Some of the men killed,” said Mr. 
Feehan, ‘* were shot by deputies, who fol- 
lowed them to their homes and shot them 
to death on thelr own property. They 
were not interfering with the mines in 
any way when these outrages were com- 
mitted.’’ 

Representative Madison of Kansas asked 
Mr. Feehan if the deputies who did the 
killing had been tried. 

“Oh, yes,” he replied, “ elghteen depu- 
ties were sentenced to jail for from three 
to six months.”’ 

“What!’’ cried Mr. Madison, in aston- 
ishment. ‘* Sentenced to three months for 
murder? ” 


“Precisely,” Mr. Feehan replied, “ and 
most of them are out now.”’ 

Mr. Feehan said in reply to a question 
that he did not think the trials were fair. 

“Were the jurors residents of the dis- 


trict?’’ Mr. Madison asked. 

“Yes,” said Mr. Feehan, “but the 
Judges did the sentencing.”’ 

“There were 18,000 men who went out 
6n strike,’’ he said further. ‘‘ When it 
began the company used the most op- 
pressive measures in attempting to subdue 
it, and 10,000 of the men, evicted from the 
company houses, left the field. They 
were driven out of Pennsylvania. But 
between 6,000 and 7,000 men arse still in 
the field, who have been driven out of 
the company towns, and are now living 
in tents and shacks on the hillsides. They 
lived there all through last Winter, and 
suffered all sorts of hardships. They are 
still living there, and no one knows when 
and where they will find homes again. 

“We will prove, if you authorize an in- 
vestigation, that the various companies 
in the Westmoreland field are keeping 
men in practical slavery. They have 
erected stockades, and by these and other 
methods are keeping minggeworkers and 
foreigners, imported for the work, in the 
mines against their will. I know hun- 
dreds of cases where men have escaped 
across the dead line, and have come and 
told us stories of being beaten up and 
shot at because they tried to get away. 
Some have been badly wounded. The men 
are not allowed to go to church without 
securing a pass to leave the company’s 
property. Men coming from Europe are 
met by agents of the companies, and are 
induced to go to the Westmoreland fields.

Feehan said that John Griffith, a Welsh 
miner, escaped from the stockade of the 
Ocean Coal Company with his two sons, 
after the three had been held prisoners for 
months, and forced to work. He added 
that he could lay before the committee 
the affidavits of many miners who had 
been held prisoners in the stockades. 

Describing conditions at the Ocean Coa] 
Mine, near Greensburg, Penn., Mr. Fee- 
han said the company’s property was sur- 
rounded by ea ten-foot fence, and was 
closely guarged by Deputy Sheriffs, who 
sometimes amused themselves by ‘ shoot- 
ing up the town.’’ He told the committee 
that a company of the deputies became 
intoxicated one night and killed one of the 
citizens, Frank Ridgeway, who was not 
mixed up in the strike in any way. 

Orie of the members of the committee 
asked Mr. Feehan why the public did not 
hear of these things. 

“Because the newspapers in the field 
are controlled by the coal operators,’’ he 
said. ‘‘ Twenty men have been killed 
and several hundred wounded in the 
course of the strike. One deputy was 
killed in a fight among the deputies them- 
selves. In almost every case the deputies 
provoked violence. In some cases they 
have left the mines, and marched through 
the towns looking for trouble. I do not 
deny that some of our people have been 
quarrelsome, but the initiative has prac- 
tically always been on the side of the 
deputies.”’ 

Mrs. John T. Fox of Pittsburg, who has 
investigated conditions in the region for 
a committee of Pittsburg women, de- 
clared that the coal companies’ deputies 
had arrested strikers who merely went to! 
the Fost Office, which happens to be 
located on company preperty. 

Representative George D, McCreary of 
Philadelphia, who is a Director of the 
Westmoreland Coal Company, appearer 
before the committee and read a state 
ment prepared by the President, denyin: 
charges of peonage \jand misconduct 
Many questions were asked by the repre 
sentatives of the miners, but he could no’ 
reply. He-promised to have the Presi- 
dent of the company, Mr. Hutchinson 
and men active in the mines before the 
committee next week. 

No invesigation will be made by the 
Rules Committee. Whether the OuSE 
will be asked to authorize one will de- 
pend largely upon further facts brought 
out in subsequent hearings.

Justice Carr Speaks of Danger to Our 
Representative Government. 








Members of the New York Chapter of 
the Georgetown University Alumni As- 
sociation met at the Plaza Hotel last night 
for their annual dinner, belated beyond 
the usual season, the Chairman explained, 
in the hope that Chief Justice White of 
the Supreme Court, an alumnus, might be 
present. Official duties kept him away, 
however. About a hundred graduates of 
the university were present. Among the 
speakers were Justice William J. Carr 
of the Second Department, Appellate Di- 
vision of the Supreme Court; Judge Thom- 
as C. O'Sullivan; Prof. John Bassett 
Moore, the Rev. J. Havens Richards, So- 
clety of Jesus, and former President of 
Georgetown; Dr. James J. Walsh, Dean 
of the Medical Faculty of Fordham Uni- 
versity, and John J. Kirby.

Mrs. Holme 
went to San Francisco a few years ago, 
and she and Dunn were reported to have 
left the city together in December, 1907. 
Mrs. Dunn charges in the present suit 
that, after the San Francisco earthquake 
and fire, Mrs. Holme offered to make 
her husband manager of the Savoy Hotel. 
Dunn holds he was merely Mrs. Holme’s 
secretary. 

Leicester Holme was an Excise Commis- 
sioner after he completed his term as City 
Court Judge.

American Horses, All Gold and 
Adam Bede, Beaten Far Off 
in $32,500 Race. 








KING AND QUEEN PRESENT 





Record Attendance at Biue Ribbon 
Turf Event—Owner of Winner 


Gets Cold Reception.

EPSOM DOWNS, England, May 31.— 
Sunstar, the’ favorite, a brown colt by 
Sunbridge, owned by the South African 
mine magnate, J. B. Joel, nephew of the 
late Barney Barnato, to-day won the 
Coronation Derby in a canter, defeating 
the largest field of competitors which has 
turned out since Hermit’s victory in 1867. 

Lord Derby’s Stedfast, by Chaucer, was 
second, two lengths behind, while Capt. 
F. Forester’s Royal Tender, by Persim- 
mon, finished third. John Madden’s 
Adam Bede, which ran under the colors 
of Louis Winans, and Harry Payne 
Whitney’s All Gold, which was ridden by 
J. H. Martin, the only two American 
horses to start, were never prominent in 
the running. 

This was the 1824 running of the 
Derby. Its designation as the Coronation 
Derby, the presence of the King and 
Queen, the great field of starters, twenty- 
six horses facing the flag, and the gen- 
eral atmosphere of festivity which per- 

vades England at the present time, com- 
bined to make the running of this classic 
event the most notable in years. 

Hundreds of thousands of spectators 
witnessed the race, which proved the 
easiest kind of a victory for the winner. 
The time for the course, about one mile 
and a half, was 2 minutes 36 4-5 seconds, 
1 3-5 seconds slower than the time of 
Lemberg, the winner of the Derby last 
year, which was a record for the course. 

Following the custom of his father, 
King George to-night dined the members 
of the Jockey Club at Buckingham Palace. 
Sunstar was severely jarred during the 
race, and will probably require a long 
rest before he is again sent out under 
colors. 


Joel Wins 837,500 in Get. 


J. B. Joel, by his victory to-day, won 
a double event bet, having laid $500 


against $37,500 that Sunstar would win } 


the 1,000-guinea and also the 
Derby. 

While Mr. Joel has been remarkably 
successful as a horse racer of late years, 
he Nhas a personal unpopularity on the 
turf which has more than once been 
dsmonstrated by the hooting of his vic- 
tories. The winning owner received the 
chilliest kind of a reception by the spec-

King George and Queen Mary There. 


The presence of King George and Queen 
Mary tended to make the Coronation 
Derby a record one. The famous Downs 
were crowded from early morning with 
tens of thousands of racegoers. Many 
Americans were present. Most of them 


came to the race course In coaches and 
automobiles, being interested in the road- 
side scenes. 

Much American money was placed on 
Adam Bede, John Madden’s colt. which 
ran under the colors of Louis Winans, 
and Leopold de Rothschild’s Pietri, which 
was ridden by Danny Maher, the Ameri- 
can jockey. 

King George and Queen Mary, accom- 
panied by other members of the royal 
family, arrived on an early train 
London. With them were a number of 
the royal visitors from other Courts and 
many of the lords and ladies of the 
Court’s household. The-royal party came 
early in the day in order to see the first 
race, preceding the main event. 

The arrival of the royal party was the 
signal for a great ovation, which swept 
over the paddock and course. The elub 
and public stands at this time were filled 
with a dense mass of people, including 
many members of the House of Lords 
and Commons who had not attended the 
Epsom races for years. The betting ring 
was packed with people eager to lay 
down money at the final odds. Every- 
body afreed that the crowd was a record 
one, and the betting on the Derby and 
other races of the day was on an un- 
precedented _ scale. 

The Derby entries this year numbered 
twenty-nine, although three of these were 
withdrawn before the start. Four Ameri- 
can horses figured in the first list of 
entries, namely, All Gold, owned by Harry 
Payne Whitney; Adam Bede, bearing the 
colors of Louis Winans. and the two 
cracks from James R. Keene’s stables, 
Iron Mask II. and Runnymede. Two 
French horses also were entered, the bal- 
ance being the pick of English three-year- 
olds. 

The Joel colt, Sunstar, had ruled as a 
strong favorite throughout the early bet- 
ting, at 7 to 4, with King William at 
15 to 2, and Pietri, Colline, Stedfast, and 
others at varying odds, the Canadian 
entry, Kel @’Or, bringing up the rear 
at 1.000 to 1. The Whitney and Winans 
entries have figured in the betting at 
about 40 to 1.

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A ROOSEVELT INCIDENT. 

Fimerging from the relative quiet and 
shadow in which he has dwelt since the, 
elections of last Fall Mr. ROOSEVELT 
talked for a iong time to the veterans 
of the war for the Union on Tuesday. 
He had little to say, and none of it, so 
far as the reports show, was new. One 
thing he repeated and emphasized, 
which, we think, he would have done 
better to omit—his strenuous but vague 
remarks about peace and war and about 
the scope of arbitration. 

His successor in the Presidential of- 
fice—it seems a little hard for Mr. 
RoosEve iT fully to realize that he has 
@ successor—is engaged in negotiating 
@ very broad treaty of arbitration with 
Great Britain. The project has also 
been taken up by France and Germany 
and is being considered by Japan. The 
Governments of all these nations have 
shown a perfectly friendly spirit in the 
matter, and, while the outcome of the 
negotiations cannot, of course, be pre- 
dicted, all the Governments agree that 
the aim of President Tart is very de- 
sirable, and that the principle of in- 
ternational adjudication, on the same 
broad lines as are followed, within its 
own borders, by every civilized nation, 
{is worthy of serious consideration by 
practical statesmen. Mr. ROOSEVELT 
plainly does not agree with them. He 
hastens to interpose his veto in ad- 
vance and to announce limits to the 
work in which the American Govern- 
ment—which is his Government now 
only as ft is that of every American 
citizen—is engaged. Hear him: 
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There are certain questions which 
we Americans would never think of 
arbitrating. One is the Monroe Doc- 
trine and another is the allowing of 
vast quantities of Asiatics to come 
here, We have got to stand out 
against agreeing to do these danger- 
ous things, no matter what the short- 
sichted false-peace advocates say. 

The famous speech of President TAFT, 
which was the starting point of the ex- 
tensive and important international 
‘movement toward general arbitration 
now proceeding hopefully among the 
great Powers, made no mention of these 
He is, ob- 
the very chief of the “ short- 
sighted false-peace advocates” whom 
Mr. Roosmve.T takes occasion to hold 
up to public contempt. The President 
acts with deliberation and with all due 
caution. He has borne in mind the 
functions of the Senate and has never 
thought of restricting or infringing 
them. He has loyal regard to public 
sentiment, and though he is ready to 
lead it, does not presume to dictate to 
it, much less to mislead it. And while 
he is occupied with a policy that en- 
lists the interest and admiration of 
thoughtful men the world over, Mr. 
ROOSEVELT deems it proper publicly to 
scold him and sneer at him. That does 
not seem becoming in this gentleman’s 
peculiar position; and, frankly, it leaves 
much to be desired on the score of 
plain patriotism.

WOREKMEN’S COMPENSATION. 

The mixed state of the movement for 
just and practical workmen's compen- 
gation is shown by a report of a com- 
mittee of the National Civic Federation 
of which Mr. Francis Lrnpn STEerTrson 
is Chairman. The judgment of the 
Court of Appeals against the bill pre- 
pared by the New York Commission 
has caused various efforts to meet the 
objections of the court. One of these 
is by constitutional amendment now 
pending in our Legislature, 

This is criticised, very respectfully 
but plainly, by Mr. STETSON’s commit- 
tee, with reference to the 
power to legislate “‘to promote the 
of parties concerned “or 
The committee says:

“Wellbeing” covers ai limitless 
range of legislative activity in re- 
spect of the rights and duties of both 
parties to the labor contract. If to- 
day the “‘ wellbeing’’ of employés is 
foremost, to-morrow a season of de- 
pression, with men clamoring for work 
on any terms, may provoke harsh laws 
for -the ‘“ wellbeing’’ of employers. 
The rule will work both ways, despite 
the evident notion that it will work 
only to the benefit of the workman. 
The existing constitutional rights of 
the workman are no less jeopardized 
than are those of the master. 


The committee presents a tentative 
substitute amendment which includes 
the principle of additional insurance, 
employers electing to insure being re- 
lieved from personal responsibility for 
the compensation allowed by law. The

In view of the fact that actfon is 
practically impossible at the present 
session of our Legislature, that a com- 
pensation law has been enacted in New 
Jersey, and that no. constitutional 
amendment in this State can be voted 
on by the people before November, 1913, 
the committee recommends that further 
efforts in New York be suspended to 
await the results of legislation in other 
States. 








OTHER SUITS. 
Following the Federal Supreme 
Court's decisions against the Standard 


7;O1fl and Tobacco monopolies, suits are 
to be decided in cases affecting deal- 


ers in meat, groceries, sugar, butter, 
raw cotton, woolens, 
and boots and shoes: lumber and bath 
tubs and coal, electri¢éal appliances, 
and paving brick. The Window Glass 
Trust has already been dissolved. At- 
torney General WICKERSHAM’S prose- 
culions affect the necessaries and nec- 
essary comforts of life—food, clothing, 
shelter and warmth, The price of cool- 
ness has never been looked into by 
the authorities at Washington, but 
this State has concluded a successful 
suit against the Ice Trust. 

Indictments were returned in April, 
September, and October of last year 
against the chief meat packers of the 
country. .The taking of testimony in 
the Federal case against the Southern 
Wholesale Grocers is nearly completed. 
The Sugar Trust paid $3,000,000 for its 
customs fraud, and the suit for its 
dissolution is pending. The Chicago 
Butter and Egg Board is‘ defending 
itself against Mr. WicKERSHAM, who 
charges that it controls the inter-State 
prices of its products. In New Eng- 
land the six partnerships and corpora- 
tions of the Milk Trust are under at- 
tack, and the Federal District Attor- 
neys throughout the country are hunt- 
ing other monopolies in milk. Jamns 
A. PATTEN and his associates are 
charged with a conspiracy to manipu- 
late the prices of raw cotton. Peti- 
tions are being filed against the Re- 
tail Lumber Dealers’ Associations, the 
first cases in which retailers are ao- 
cused of restraining trade. Next Fall 
the Bath Tub Trust will be heard, the 
members of which, it is said, have 
neglected to fill their tubs with im- 
mun fey. The prosecution against the 
coal roads of Pennsylvania is pending. 
The Brick and Paving Trusts tn Illinois 
and adjacent States are hiding behind 
their bricks and stones. The General 
Electric Company and its subsidiaries 
are defendants, and the Ocean Steam- 
ship combination and the barge com- 
panies on the Great Lakes have been 
towed into court. Several of these 
cases will probably be decided before 
the close of President Tartr’s Adminis- 
tration. 








HOW TO GET SUBWAYS. 

Tt is known that the Governor pre- 
ferred a single Statewide Public Service 
Commission, but there is no authority 
otherwise for saying what sort of a 
report the Governor wanted from the 
gentleman whom he appointed to in- 
vestigate the Public Service Commis- 
sion of this district. The Commission 
itself will be hard to suit if it does not 
like the report of Mr. CARLISLE. There 
is no scandal discovered, either individ- 
ual or. collective. Ths Commission’s 
expenditures have been large, but no 
larger than the task which warranted 
them, and they compare favorably with 
like expenses by private administrators 
of recognized efficiency. The only criti- 
cism upon the Commission warranted 
by the facts is that it has not sucr 
ceeded in its task, and this criticism 
is equally applicable to the gentleman 
making it. Assuredly there can be no 
success in procuring rapid transit along 
the lines which he recommends. The 
defect of Mr. CARLISLE’s recommenda- 
tion is that it advises what has been 
tried and failed ignominiously. 

The way to get subways, says Mr. 
CARLISLE, is to build them where you 
want them, and then look for an oper- 
ator. It is absurd, he says, that such 
congestion of traffic will not produce 
attractive profits. Ths contrary has 
been proved repeatedly, and once re- 
cently by the Commission itself, at the 
cost of a million dollars or so. It laid 
out just the sort of subway the city 
needed, and just where it ought to be, 
in the Commission’s best judgment. 
But no operator would undertake the 
task of earning costs. The subway 
was too magnificent to be given away. 
There is further demonstration of the 
futility of this mode of procedure. The 
city not only planned two other lengths 
of subways in the most promising fields 
then available, but actually built them, 
and they have been rejected by the 
only possible operators. It is sheer 
hardihood and self-condemnation to 
suggest repeating these mistakes with 
such object lessons as the Triborough 
route, and the Centre Street and the 
Brooklyn Fourth Avenue per in 
existence. 

The Commission has learned this even 
if its investigator needs to have it 
pointed out to him. And the city ought 
to have learned the lesson previously, 
for it built four bridges at the cost of 
almost $100,000,000, and is suffering 
to-day from neglect to learn beforehand 
what use would be made of them when 
they were done. This enormous amount 
of capital is now invested in stock on 
hand, which is depreciated by the dis- 
covery that cross-river routes vield best 
results when connected with tunnels. 
The city is now a necessitous seller of 
routes which it constructed in neglect 
of foresight regarding an operator, and 
cannot make such advantageous traffic 





contracts as it might have made if it | 
had built the bridges on order from an 
operator. 

It is difficult to imagine how Mr. 
CARLISLE could havé written such a 
recommendation when there was in 
process of exemplification before his 
eyes a better way of getting subways. 
Even before the result is certainly 
known, it is sure that it will be better 
than anybody dared to hope a little 
while ago. The Interborough and the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit are alike, and 
equally amazed at the liberality of their 
offers. Both are willing to do more 
than the city can afford to accept. 
How could Mr. CARLISLE want a more 
convincing demonstration that it is 
better to secure your operator before 
you build your tunnel or bridge? How 
could it be more completely proved that 
Mr. McANENY’s way is the best way? 
He made it his way when many others 
had had earlier and better opportunities 
than he to do the same thing. It is 
due to him more than to any other one 
man that the city has now only to 
choose the best from rival offers, with 
certitude from the beginning that the 
route when built will neither stand idle 
for years nor be offered at sacrifice 
sale. There is much to praise in the 
work of both the Commission and its 
investigator, but both must yield first 
place to the modest and efficient gen- 
tleman who has brought the subject to 
its present satisfactory state. 

ILLINOIS’S LEGISLATIVE FOLLY. 

If the so-called Church Dill, which 
has passed both houses of the Illinois 
Legislature, becomes a law, no newspa- 
per in the State may hereafter print a 
complete account of any assassination, 
or act of outlawry, without rendering 
its responsible editor liable to punish- 
ment. The bill prohibits the publica- 
tion of any details of crimes. It has 
been remarked that it might have been 
inspired by the desire of certain legis- 
lators to prevent the publication of in- 
formation concerning bribery schemes 
in which they have been or may be 
concerned. But this is not to the 
point. The bill, as a matter of fact, 
embodies an idea that has often been 
expressed by well-meaning persons of 
narrowly lHmited intelligence. They 
fancy that the world would be better 
if all knowledge of the evil that ex- 
ists in it were kept from people who 
are not essentially evil. That is an 
open question, a problem not likely to 
be solved by efforts to suppress de- 
tails of contemporary history. 

The real point against the Church 
bill is that if it became a law it would 
be a dead letter from the first. Every 
reasonably intelligent legislator who 
has vofed for tt knows that perfectly 
well. No newspaper worthy of the 
name would heed it. Prosecution would 
be impossible. Public sentiment would 
uphold the course of the press, would, 
in fact, demand the publication of the 
news. A useless law is a bad law, and 
the tendency of legislators deliberately 
to trifle with their duties, and gravely 
pass such bills as this, is an evil much 
more deplorable and more dangerous 
to the community than the publication 
of acourate details of crimes by the 
newspapers. The more bad and inop- 
erative laws there are on the statute 
books the less will be the public re- 
spect for the law. 
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MR. BRYAN’S TARIFF VIEWS. 

Any person familiar with Mr. Writ1- 
IAM J. BRYAN’S political.record could 
have foreseen and foretold the attitude 
he would take in respect to Chairman 
UNDERWOOD’s bill for the reduction of 
duties in the woolen schedule. The bill, 
which will be reported this week, re- 
duces the present duty of 11 cents a 
pound on raw wool by about one-half, 
and reduces the duty on manufactured 
woolen goods to the rates adopted by 
the Wilson tariff. Mr. UNnprrRwoop 
shows that a retention of a part of the 
duty on raw wool is in the fiscal sense 
expedient and necessary. It is also po- 
litically wise. That is enough to con- 
demn it in the eyes of Mr. Brran. He 
denounces Mr. UNpDERWoOOD’s proposed 
wool schedule as a sin again the party, 
made more heinous by the hypocrisy 
of its supporters. He brands the mem- 
bers of Mr. UNDERWOOD’s committee as 
protectionists masquerading as Demo- 
crats. “ There is no reason,” he eays, 
“why a few sheep raisers should be 
shown favoritism at the expense of all 
who wear woolen clothing.” 

Mr. UNDERWOOD, unlike many Demo- 
crats in Congress who have not Mr. 
UNDERWOOD’s firmness and courage, re- 
plies that a part of the duty on raw 
wool is retained because the Govern- 
ment must have the revenue. We quote 
from his statement: 


We found we could tncrease the 
amount of revenue by reducing the 
duties on manufactured wool, but we 
could not increase them sufficiently 
to make up for the $21,000,000 raised 
by raw wool. The committes therefore 
determined that it was necessary to 
levy a smell tax on raw wool to make 
up the deficiency in revenue and to 
make the schedule pay the $40,000,000 
row collected under it at the customs 
houses. There is $20,000,000 collected 
from manufactured and $21,000,000 
from unmanufactured wool. 


The entire removal of the duty on 
wool at this time would give the wool 
grower just ground of complaint 
against a tariff revision that struck 
out the duties that favor him while 
leaving so many other duties un- 
touched. In Mr. UNDERWOoOoOD's judg- 
ment it would, moreover, be bad legis- 
lation to deprive the Government of the 
whole of the revenue collected on wool 
before any substitute source of income 
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has been provided. That argument will 
have a good deal of force with reason-

able men. .As a@ political policy the re- 
moval.of the whole duty, which would, 
of course, work injustice to the wool 
growers and produce a large Treasury 
deficit, would be about as damaging to 
the Democratic Party as any legislation 
it could well undertake. Mr. UnpER- 
woop points out that cutting the raw 
wool duty in half and reducing the duty 
on wool manufactures to the level of 
the Wilson act rates'may be expected 
to increase the revenus yielded by the 
wool schedule. That is, it opens the 
way to competitive imports. The policy 
of Mr. UNDERWoOOD’s committee, in 
other words, is that of a tariff for rev- 
enue. The taxes retained will be, in 
the judgnrent of the committee, revenue 
taxes, not protective taxes. The duties, 
said Mr. UNDERWOOD, will be “ levied 
solely for the purpose of revenue and 
without any of the essentials of a pro- 
tective tariff.”” That was gocd Demo- 
cratic doctrine before Mr. BRYAN was 
heard of in the politics of this country. 

But the very reasonableness and wis- 
dom of the revision policy adopted by 
the committee make it repugnant to 
Mr. BRYAN. He is the greatest Demo- 
cratic organizer of defeat. He is a 
perfect master of the tactics that give 
victories to the other party. Consist- 
ency demands that he should oppose a 
method of tariff revision that is obvi- 
ously politically sagacious, and thot 
hag some regard for the necessities of 
the Treasury. Revision as he would 
have it would make Democratic defeat 
sure next year. His courageous adher- 
ence to the characteristic Bryan policies 
that have given him his unchallenged 
pre-eminence as a destructive leader 
compels admiration.

Offended. the Baptist clergyman who 
has resigned his Brooklyn charge and ac- 
cepted a “call” from Detroit, one need 
not disprove or question the accuracy 
either of his charge that this is a wicked, 
probably the wickedest city on the con- 
tinent, or of his assertion that Detroit is 
a sweeter, cleaner, and altogether pleas- 
anter place to live in. 

Admitting all that only makes greater 
the difficulty the good gentleman will 
have in showing wherein his argumént 
differs from that of a soldier who should 
desert the colors in the day of battle on 
the ground that he found the firing line 
noisy and dangerous, while far in the 
rear were the peace and quietude, the 
pleasant companionship—of ‘* sanctified 
parents ’’’ and others—for which his gentle 
soul so fondly yearned. Such a soldier, 
after a brief trial conducted by a group 
of rough fellows sitting and standing 
around a drum,, would be taken at dawn 
for a short walk, from which he would 
never return, and—well, his memory would 
not be fragrant and even his sanctified 
parents might sorrowfully wonder what 
fatal defect there had been in their son’s 
early training that made him a coward 
and a traitor. 

The Rev. NATHANIEL, it seems, is con- 
vinced that he can do “ better work.’ in 
a city where he can sleep soundly 0’ 
night, where the liquor interests are less 
influential In politics, and where his deli- 
cate sensibilities are less frequently out- 
raged by general depravity than they are 
in Brooklyn.

Queries Whether it Would Do Well to 
Collect Taxes for the States. 


To the Editor of The New York Timee: 

Mr. Fish, in his answer to Prof. Seligman’s 
argument in favor of the income tax on State 
and municipal securities, contends that the 
value of these securities in foreign markets 
will be depreciated because of the tax upon 
them. As the tax is upon inoome, and not 
upon individual securities, as such, how will 
investors of a foreign country owning New 
York State or City bonds be affected?” How 
can we tax the incomes of foreigners? 

The argument, on the contrary, seems fo 
hold that these bonds will be enhanced fn val. 
ue in the foreign market, sinoe, there they will 
be exempt from taxation. 

And as to Prof. Seligman’s argument. that 
the Federal Government collect the tax on 
State and municipal securities, and take from 
these funds whatever it needs for its own 
‘‘normal’’ use, and hand over to the States 
what is left, is this anything but the purest 
paternalism? He maintains that from a fiscal 
peint of view the States will bencfit, because 
this residue, which the fatherly central Gov- 
ernment will allot so kindly to the States, will! 
be far greater than the income that the States 
themselves could obtain in managing its own 
tax collecting. Granting that the Federal 
Government ean collect taxes more efficiently 
than can the States, is that all there is to 
the question? What becomes of the essence 
and principles of dur Government? Where !s 
the ‘‘independent States’ idea? And then 
what would heppen if a State were not satis- 
fied with its allotted portion?

Suffragan Bishop Tells Graduates Not 
to be Pessimists. 


The Right Rev. Dr. Charles Sumner 
Burch, suffragan Bishop of New York, 
in a brief address yesterday afternoon at 
the commencement of the General Theo- 
logical Seminary in Chelsea Square, Ninth 
Avenue and Twentieth Street, advised the 
members of the class not to be pessimists 
like George Bernard Shaw, Herman 
Sudermann, and others, nor to permit such 
critics of the church and of Christianity 
to have any influence on. their lives. 

‘We must face criticism,’’ said he, 
“whether it be fair or unfair. That we 
do not reach as many as we ought or 
seize all of our opportunities in all things, 
we admit, but there is great progress in 
the church. We find encouragement 
everywhere and improvement in the work 
of the church and greater hope for the 
future.”’ 

Honorary degrees were conferred on 
Prof. Herbert H. Powell, D. D., of the 
University of California, and the Right 
Rev. Thomas F, Davies, D. D., of Worces- 
ter, Mass., Bishop-elect of Western Mas- 
sachusetts. Degrees of Bachelor of Divin- 
ity were awarded to elght alumni. 

It was @nnounced that Dean W. L. Rob. 
bins, D, D., General Theological Semi- 
nary, had been granted by the Trustees 
leave of absence for one year with full 
salary, and the Rev. Prof. H. M. Denslow 
had been appointed Acting DeAn. 

Essays were presented by Albert M. 
Farr, B. A., of Boston University, ‘‘ The 
Boy Scout Movement”; Carroll H. Fen- 
ton, B. A., of St. Lawrence University, 
“Competition ang the Sermon on the 
Mount,’ and Shirley H. Nichols, B. A., 
Harvard University, “‘ The Appeal of the 


Priesthood to Men,” all members of the 
graduating class. 

Carroll H. Fenton made a plea against 
the evils of competition in material things 
in defiance, as he characterized it, of so- 
cial justice.

penitentiary. 

“TY feel it to be my duty to ask for this 
man’s disbarment,” said Mr. Wise. “1 
have sympathy for him because of his 
advanced years and because of the fact 
that he is an old acquaintance of my 
father. But I cannot allow that to inter- 
fere with what appears to be my duty. 
I have not yet decided whether I shall 
institute a-criminal prosecution against 
him.” 

Mr. Wise also said that the lawyer haa 
made an admission to him in court on the 
afternoon when the wireless officers were 


convicted, which he considered a practi- 
cal confession of guil 

‘** After the summing up was over, and 
I had hinted at bribery in connection with 
the trial,’”’ the United States Attorney 
continued, ‘‘he came to me in the court 
room and £ =~said: i“ didn't think you 
would use that against me.’ He also asked 
me if he could leave the court room, ana 
I told him that he could do so for the 
present, so long as I knew where I could 
get him at any time.’’ 

Samuel S. Bogart, Vice President of the 
United Wireless, appeared before Judge 
yg yesterday and paid the fine of 
$2, which was imposed the day before. 
Sarart pleaded guilty while the ‘trial of 
the other wireless men was going on, and 
gave the Government valuable evidence. 


NO “BABY TALK” IN SCHOOLS. 


Class Organized to Make Distinct Pro- 
nunclation a Requirement. 


The elimination of “ baby talk” among 
public school pupils is now to recefve the 
attention of teachers, and a class has 
just been organized in Public School No. 
166, in Eighty-ninth Street, near Colum- 
bus Avenue, where “ daby-talkers’”’ and 
stammerers are to be taught to pronounce 
words readily and distinctly. 

Dr. John F. Reigart, principal of School 
No, 166, is behind this movement, just as 
he was behind the school for stammerers 
which was begun in Public School No. 2, 
on the east side, three years ago, When 
the first stammerers’ class was oOrganizea 
there was considerable shrugging of the 
shoulders, with expressions of incredulity 
as to its usefulness, among members of 
the Board of Education, but the work of 
this class has lived down all that now, 

and only a few days ago the Board of 
Education delegated two teachers to study 
the methods of Miss Mary G. Crahen, 
teacher of this. class. 

While the old class confined its atten- 
tion almost altogether to stammerers, 
Miss Crahen’s class is to be composed 
of nearly all kinds of pupils whose speech 
is defective. Dr. Reigart and other 
principals have found many pupils who 
slur letters, and even syllables, while 
others lisp, or find themselves unable to 

ronounce certain letter combinations. 

thers in the class will be children of 
foreign birth or parentage who stumble 
over English combinations through lack 
“ ractice.

The 
frames were made by Cuban convicts by 
order of President Gomez, and they will 
be presented to the head of the prison, 
system in this State. Dr, Secades was @| 
delegate to the Prison Conference if 
Washington recently, and there he warmly 
defended this country against the chargé 
that we are cruel in dealing with prizon- 
ers.

National Association Also Rec- 
ommends that Corporations 
Give Old-Age Pensions. 





PLEA FOR SICK BENEFITS 





Secretary Nagel Indorses the Plan and 
Says It Will Make for Loyalty 
and Industrial Peace. 





Just before hearing an address by 
Charles Nagel, Secretary of Commerco 
and Labor, at The New Theatre last 
night, the National Blectric Light As- 
sociation udopted a report favoring 
profit-sharing with employes, old age 
pensions, accident and life insurance, 
death benefits, and employes’ savings 
and investment funds, which is expected 
to advance the prosperity and personal 
welfare of tens of thousands of working 
men and women in the United States. 

In the employ of the corporations hav- 
ing membership in the association are 
said to be at least half a million men and 
women. The report, which is designed to 
carry to them all the benefits of a share 
in the earnings of the corporations for 
Which they work, and freedom from want 
when they are injured or incapacitated 
for work by sickness and when old age 
comes on, was prepared by twelve of the 
executive officers of some of the lurgest 
corporations represented in the associa- 
tion, and adopted after brief discussion 
withdOut a dissenting vote. 

After it was read by Samuel] Insull, 
President of the Commonwealth Edison 
Company of Chicago, Secretary Nagel 
said it was one of the longest steps yet 
taken by capital in this country to deal 
squarely and rationally with labor, and 
would go far toward averting an indus- 
trial revolution in this country. 

Mr. Insull, in presenting the report, de- 
clared that the Public Policy Committee 
of the association which framed it had 
worked on it for months, actually putting 
it into practice in some of the great elec- 
tric lighting plants to test it. The result, 
he declared, was highly satisfactory. 

The committee, he also explained in 
the report, viewed labor in the two as- 
pects of work and gervice. Work was the 
performance of an assigned task, for 
which wages were paid. When the wage 
was paid that was the end of that obi- 
gation. But service was much more than 
this, implying devotion to the interests of 
the employer, continuous work for that 
employer through & period of years, in- 
creased efficiency through that devotion 
and continuity of service, with a lessen- 
ng of ‘‘ soldiering’’ or an elimination of 
it altogether. For this service the em- 
ployer ought to pay something, and the 
belief was expressed in the report that 
the corporation which did recognize and 
discharge the obligation laid by long 
and faithful rervice from its employes 
would richly realize on the investment. 


For Service Annuities 


While urging the payment of old age 
pensions the committee objected to the 
term as inadequate and misleading, sub- 
stituting therefor ‘“‘ service annuity.” This 
recommendation regarding such annuities 


was adopted: 


(a) That the entire cost of service annul- 
ties should be contributed by the company 
as part of the annual cost of labor, 

(b) That this is to be the compensation to 
which the employe is entitled, in addition 
to his wages, for rendering continuous and 
satisfactory service throughout his term of 
employment. 

(c) Should the continuity of the term be 
broken by the employe of his own volition, 
the obligation to pay the service annuity 
would cease. The term both in reference to 
the minimum period at which the service 
annuity can begin and the percentage upon 
which the amount shall be based, must 
then begin with renewed or reinstated serv- 
ic 


e. 

(a) That any employe having a minimuth 
record of ten years of continuous and satis- 
factory service, and who in the opinion of 
the company has become unfitted for duty, 
may be retired at any age and given & 
service annuity; that any euch employe 
may make application for retirement, or 
that the recommendation may be made by 
his employing officer. 

The committee urged that the justifica- 
tion for profit-sharing was payment for 
faithful and efficient service, the object 
being to obtain service such as a partner 
rather than an employe would give. But 
the report held that the profits which 
should be given to such employes as 
proved themselves worthy should not be 
considered in any respect a part of their 
wages for daily work, and in this con- 
nection recommended certain forms in 
which such profits should be distributed 
and the conditions for their distribution. 
These are among the recommendations: 


That ordinarily profit-sharing should pref- 
erably not be paid immediately in cash; 
local conditio:s may control this general 
rule, and at times special reasons may make 
payments in cash desirable, as for example: 

The purchase of a home. 

Special circumstances which, fn the judg- 
ment of those in control of the matter, 
justify cash payments. 

That preferably the profits of the em- 
ploye should reach him in the securities 
of the company; or in the case of a sub- 
ordinate company, the securities of the 
parent company, 

That securities for distribution, In other 
than special instances, should be secured 
at the best terms and wherever obtainable; 
employe security holders would necessarily 
bear any reduction and receive the benefit 
of any advance in values or the rate of 
income paid. 

That dividends upon securities acquired 
through profit-sharing should be paid in 
cash in the manner customary to other 
security holders, and available for any 
purpose desired by the recipient. 


Savings Banks for Employes. 
In addition the committee urged that 
each electric light corporation should 
have a ecrt of savings bank for its em- 
ployes to encourage thrift. Such a fund 
shoulq pay interest somewhat in excess 
of the usual interest paid by savings 





banks, it was suggested, and the security 
of the money 80 deposited should be| 
guaranteed by the employers, 
Regarding accident insurance, the com: | 
mittee said that unless the accident oc-| 
curred by the deliberate misconduct or | 
gross neglect “of the employe himself | 
employer, who should assume full re-| 
sponsibility for restoring the injured em- | 
love to health as rapidly as possible. | 
Meantime, the committee declared, full} 
wages should be paid for the first Six, 
months, at least, of. convalescence, and | 
one-half of such wages during the re-| 
maining time of convalescence.

‘‘BHadmund Burke said that Lafayette

The fact is that conditions 
have come to such @ pass that no shipper, 
however big, and no railroad, however 
well equipped, could stand up against the 
system that had been inaugurated. It 
had got past the stage of correction or 
reform by any private power. The rules 
of the game were false and wrong, and 
it became necessary for the Government 
to interpose for the introduction of rules 
of the game that every one would have 
to mind. 


The Recent Decisions. 


“Tt would be easy to point to other 
legislation. We have the Sherman act 
upon the books, and have been some 
twelve or fifteen years trying to find out 
just what it meant. We think we know

Under the provisions of the New York 


Code. of Civil Procedure the arbitration 
of business disputes is provided for, and 
in the organization of the new committee 
the Chamber of Commerce has revived 
under a different form the arbitration 
court which it had previously maintained 
for many years. 

With the committee in being any busi- 
ness man in this city or country, or hav- 
ing trade relations with this country, may 
refer any commercial dispute to the 
chamber for settlement instead of await- 
ing the tedious processes of the courts. 
Charles L. Bernheimer is Chairman of 
the committee. It is estimated that the 
average time for the adjustment of ordi- 
nary disputes should not be more than 
two or three aays.

AMERICAN BONDS IN PARIS- 


$20,000,000 of Missourl, Kansas & 
Texas Reported Bought. 


Special Cable to THE NEw YORK TIMBS. 

PARIS, May 81.—According to a re- 
port circulating in financial circles here 
to-day, other American securities are 
likely to be Hsted on the Bourse in the 
near future, closely following. the Atchi- 
son stock, which will, it is expected, be 
officially listed next Tuesday. 

It is said that the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company is ready 
to begin negotiations for the listing of 
its shares in Paris, while usually well- 
informed persons said this afternoon 
that the Banque Privée had just closed 
the purchase of $20,000,000 of Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas 5 per cent. bonds, 
which would be issued and listed on the 
Bourse shortly. 

Also, according to rumor, the Crédit 
Lyonnais, the Société Générale, and the 
Comptoir d’Escompte are now supposed 
to co-operate as silent partners in most 
of the operations of the Banque Privée, 
whose President, Prince Pontatowski, 
acquired in the United States his busi- 
ness experience, 


SELF-INSPECTION OF BANKS. 


Controller Murray Desires to Extend 
Clearing House Examination System. 











An extension of the system of Clear- 
ing House examinations of the banks, 
now being organized by the Clearing 
House Association here and already in 
force in Chicago and St. Louis, the two 
other central reserve cities, is being fos- 
tered by Controller of the Currency Mur- 
ray. 

Although the Controller has no power 
to compel banks to accept examinations 
under Clearing House authority, his in- 
fluence is sufficiently strong to be effect- 
ive. The National City Bank, which is 
in close touch with the National Banking 
Department, in its June circular makes 
the prediction that of the reforms in 
contemplation by the Controller “ it is ex- 
pected that the extension of the Clearing 
House examination system will first en- 
gage his attention.’’ Besides the three 
central reserve cities, which have al- 
ready adopted the Clearing House ex- 
amination system, about a dozen of the 
forty-seven reserve cities have a similar 


system in successful practice, That the 
Controller has already worked out a ten- 
tative plan for the extension of the sys- 
tem is stated explicitly in the National 
City Bank circular, which says: 


Wherever the plan has been tried it has 
invariably worked without friction and has 
va&tly improved banking in the centres 
where it has been vsed. Centralized con- 
trol under the plan of self-inspection, 
which results from examinations under 
clearing house jurisdiction, has been proven 
superior to the unit plan of examinations, 
which must necessarily be followed by Na- 
tional or State Bank Examiners. In view of 
the fact that the New York Clearing House 
Association has just made provision for 
a clearing. house examiner, the present is 
deemed by the Controller a good time to 
make a strong effort to get the Clearing 
House Association of all reserve cities to 
consider seriously the advisability of 
adopting the same plan. The plan he 
intends to suggest is as follows: 

First. In cities where the charge would 
not be a great burden on the banks, Lhey 
should have their own examiner, selected 
and paid by the banks of the Clearing 
House Association. 

Second. Where this would be too great 
a burden on the banks, the National Bank 
Examiner can send to the Clearing House 
Committee a carbon copy of his report to 
the Controller, and in case there happened 
to be—as is likely—State banks and trust 
companies, the Bank Examiner should 
make an independent examination of them 
and report directly to the Clearjng House. 
For this service he would be entitled to a 
reasonable compensation, but the expense 
to the banks would be so light as not to 
make it a burden. 

On April 28, the date of the latest fisg- 
ures available for the Controller’s office, 
the banking power of the United States 
was figured at $20,864,369,146. Of this 
about 53 per cent. was lodged in the 
central reserve and reserve city banks, 
and more than 25 per cent., or $5,613,- 
000,000, was in the central reserve cities 
alone, while more than .another one- 
fourth, or $4,459,000,000, was represented 
by the banking strength of the forty- 
seven reserve cities. The figures com- 
piled by the Controller in 1909 showed 
that of the total individual deposits of 
$7,897,000,000 in the banks of the country 
29 per cent. was in the central reserve 
cities and 24 per cent. in the reserve cities, 
Of the country’s total of $9,924,000,000 of 
loans and discounts, the central reservé 
cities held 24.54 per cent. and the reserve 
cities 24.15 per cent. The City Bank cir- 
cular says: 

‘The Controller feéls that in these fig- 
ures, showing that one-fourth of total 
resources, individual deposits and loans, 
in the United States is centralized in 
forty-seven reserve cities, there is a 
strong argument for the adoption of the 
best method of examination and super- 
vision which has yet been developed in 
the history of banking.’’ 


PRODUCE EXCHANGE REPORT 


Surplus for Year $67,838—Property 
Valuation Raised. 


The report of the New York Produce 
Exchange, submitted at the annual meet- 
ing yesterday, showed a net surplus for 
the year of $67,838. The valuation of the 


property has been raised by the Board of 
Assessors from $4,000,000 to $4,300,000. 
During the year the Exchange bought 
in and canceled 101 memberships at a 
cost of $44,599, thus wiping out gratuity 
obligations of $179,445. The income from 
rentals amounted to $265,199. The Com- 
mittee on Rooms reported that ‘‘ notwith- 
standing the fact that there are buildings 
near us, some with one-half and others 
with, only two-thirds of their offices rent- 
ed, the Exchange enters the new year 
with 92% per cent. of its space rented.’’ 


COMMODITY MARKETS. 


WHEAT.—The influence of the May Geal at 
Chicago overshadowed the ntarket and prices 
moved largely as a result of these manipu- 
lated operations. The ,May delivery advanced 
to new high records and closed at about the 
top at #1.04%. The July delivery at Chicago 
Closed at S89lic. The action of the market 
was narrow all day. Prices opened with an 


easier tone, but rallied as the day advanced 
and closed near the best, owing to the manipu- 
lation at the West. The deliveries on the 
May contracts there were placed at 1,000,000 
bushels, making about 11,000,000 bushels which. 
itis said, the bull party has been compelled 
to receive or care for ‘since the first of the 
month. The contract stock of wheat at Chi- 
cago by this week's report was 6,851,000 bush- 
els, an increase of 1,562,000 bushels over the 
preceding week. This makes a very large 
Amount of cash wheat to merchandise now 
that the deal is over, and there is a very de- 
cided difference of opinion as to the ability 
of the bull party to merchandise this wheat 
successfully. The’ weather news was very fa- 
vorable, The weather map for two § davs 
showed general] rain throughout all the Spring 
wheat region, and extending over about all 
of the Winter wheat region. Crop accounts 
are generally very optimistic regarding both 
the Winter and Spring wheat outlook. The 
Oklahoma State report, however, was bulfish. 
showing a loss of 12 points compared with 
May, and had some influence on the after- 
noon advance. The rains have extended into 
Oklahoma, but too late, it is claimed, to have 
much influence. The foreign crop summary 
for the week was favorable. Bradstreet’s vis- 
ible showed a decrease of 1,014,000 bushels 
in America and a total decrease of 5,614,000 
bushels, compared with 3,036,000 bushels in- 
crease the previous week. Cash wheat was 
inactive; no export sales were reported. No. 
2 red was quoted at 96%c free on board: 
No. 1 Northern Spring, $1.06%; No. 2 hard, 
nominal; No. 1 Manitoba, $1.0314. 
CORN .was quiet and easier early on the 
weather conditions, but late the market ral- 
lied, influenced partly by the late strength 
in wheat and closed at about the best of 
the day.

COTTON. 

Substantial advances were registered during 
yesterday’s session, with new crop deliveries 
leading the strength. The upward movement 
was not so impressive in regard to its extent, 
but rather to the tendency of the new crop 
deliveries to ignore bearish crop dispatches. 
The absence of pressure in the old crop posi- 
tions is not surprising, in view of the sta- 
tistical situation and the control which cer- 


tain powerful Interests exert over that por- 
tion of the list. 

The market opened with gains of 8 to 5 
points, partly influenced by the steady Liver- 
pool advices over the holiday and also by 
continued dry conditions in the Carolinas. 
Nevertheless, there were private dispatches 
of heavy rains in sections of Oklahoma, the 
Texas Pan Hanéle and some of the other up- 
per parts of Texas, together with additional 
bearish crop news, which resulted in but a 
minimum of selling pressure. The Journal of 
Commerce reports on Texas and Oklahoma 
were somewhat more bearish than anticipated, 
the condition on the first-named. State being 
tigured at better than last year, when it was 
82.7, and in Oklahoma the condition also 
shows improvement over a year ago, when 
it was 85.1. Their correspondents said the 
drought has not as yet done any great dam»r 
age in that State, but if relief was not af- 
forded before June 1 the situation will be 
serious. The acreage increase was placed at 
15 per cent. Relative to Texas, the Journal 
of Commerce reports on the whole depict a 
bright outlook. Acreage estimated at 5 per 
cent. above last year. Norden & Company 
issued a report, giving the increased area at 
8 per cent. and condition at &&.3. Their re- 
port a year ago piaced the condition at 81.4, 
when the Government was 82. Norden & 
Company say that the crop is among the ear- 
liest of recent years, and the general’ out- 
look is better than in the large crop years 
of 1904-05, 06-07, and 08-09. 

The disinclination to give much attention 
to these bearish acceunts is strengthening the 
idea that a bearish Government report has 
been discounted. ‘The buying in the new crop 
months yesterday, thought to be for trade 
interests, was quite conspicuous at times and 
proved a sustairing feature, and while July 
lagged from, neglect, support was not miss- 
ing when required. 

The weekly Government weather report was 
bullish, and dqdou*tless a factor in the after- 
noon strength. However, the rains in the 
Southwest over Decoration Day are not in- 
cluded in the observations, while thunder 
showers are predictea ror the Carolinas over- 
night, and natura&ily will prove of benefit if 
realized. The Government weather’ report 
said that gecnerel rains are much needed in 
North Carolina, with drought continuing 
over South Carolina. moderately destructive 
sandstorms having been reported in the North- 
east . Rain is needed cverywhere in Arkansas, 
also much needed in eastern Georgia, and not 
enough rainfall in Oklahoma to break the 
drought. Precipitation is required in many 
northern and central counties of Texas. The 
week in Mississippi was ideal, but general 
rains are needed. Practically the same ap- 
plies to Alarama.

The weakness in the New York market 
resterday was not without its effect in 
Other trading centres.

Otherwise the al- 
ferations were irregular and fractional, 
People’s Gas losing % and Can preferred, 
Diamond Match, and some others scoring 
fractional net gains. Brick, Carbon com- 
mon and preferred, Can common, and 
Chicago Telephone were unchanged. 
Gross sales of the National Carbon Com- 
pany were 10 per cent. larger in the first 
quarter of the current fiscal year than 
they were in the corresponding time last 
year, while the net profits resulting there- 
from were about one-third less by similar 
comparison, the shrinkage being about 
$100,000. The smaller exhibit is attrib- 
uted to the reduction in prices of the 
company’s products and higher operating 
costs. (Local brokers in commercial paper 
report a good demand from city and out 
of town banks, and a limited supply of 
notes offered.

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Until yesterday the B. R. T. tried to make the 
public believe that its lay-out would cost the City 
only seventy-three and a half millions. 

It now admits that the cost to the City will be 
one hundred and three and one-half millions. 

This sum is the cost of only a part of what it 
still shows on its map as its plan. 

The B. R. T. maps keep on showing lines to 
Staten Island 
Avenue, but these three lines are not included in its 
offer as lines to be built at once. They are not counted 
in its figure of one hundred and three and one-half 
millions of cost to the City. They will cost twenty 
million dollars more, which must be supplied by the 
City under the B. R. T. plan. 

The truth is that the entire Brooklyn lay-out 
as advertised will cost the City not less than 
$188,500,000, instead of $103,500,000. 


If it takes the B. R. T., after exposure by 


the Interborough, five days to add $30,000,000 
to its deceptive figures, how long will it need 
to advise the public of the real cost of its ad- 
vertised lay-out? 


The Interborough maps show that the City will get for its one 
hundred and ten million dollars the following lines, all of which will 
be operated with the existing subway for a single five-cent fare:

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Arbitrating Railroad Ditferences. 

That the railroads do not regard the 
Inter-State Commerce Comm)ssien a8 ©x- 
isting wholly for the benefit of the ship- 
pers is shown by the appeal .{ the Penn- 
sylvania, Lackawanna, and other ag- 
grieved trunk lines to that body to have 
the reduced rate of the Delaware & Hud- 
son and Erie, for the Hudson River, Al- 
bany & Binghamton route to Chicago, 
suspended. The oppcsing lines tried to 
persuade the two roads to witharaw their 
new tariff of their own volition, but, fail- 
ing in that, they sent representatives to 
Washington to invoke the commission's 
aid. Chief Examiner Brown, Chief of the 
Tariff Bureau Jones, and Chief Prosecu- 
tor Marble have been delegated by the 
Commerce Board to hold a hearing at 
the Waldorf to-morrow morning to take 
evidence. It is likely that this will re- 
sult in at ‘east a temporary suspension 
of the reduced rate in order that the 
commission may have time to go over the 
testimony.

Brisk Demand for New Bonds. 

That there has been a great improve- 
ment in sentiment toward lons-term Sse- 
curity issues has been plainly demon- 
strated by the quick absorption of recent 
bond offerings. Both the Detroit Tunnel 
4%s and the Oregon-Washington 4s were 
heavily oversubscribed and both issues 
sold at a premium on the Curb, although 
the advance in the latter’s case was 
slight. The new Harriman bonds were of- 
fered in London simultaneously with the 
official “announcement here, and the for- 
eign demand proved as great 48 that by 
local buyers. Half of the $25,000,000 is- 
sue will be allotted to the London bid- 
ders. To encourage a wide distribution, 
the bonds will not be awarded On a pro- 
rata basis, but will be placed among bona 
fide investors so far as possible.

Pennsylvania’s Earnings. 

In the face of reduced revenues, the 
Pennsylvania lines, both East and West, 
managed to show small gains in net earn- 
ings for April, although the totals for the 
ten months are well below those for the 
corresponding period of 1910. In April 
the lines East had gross earnings of 
$18,078,647, which was within $32,714 of 
the amount earned a year ago. The lines 
West earned $8,172,669, or within $165,- 
333 of the previous April's gross. Oper- 
ating expenses were reduced by a million 
and a half, zo that net earnings for the 
month gained $1,270,000. For the ten 
months’ period gross earnings have lost 
$5,097,735, and net $3, 414,256, the differ- 
ence of $1,683§79 having been met by re- 
ductions in operating cost.

The Day After Decisions. 


There was a striking difference in the 
market’s reception of the Standard Oll 
and American Tobacco decisions. In 
both instances the news came out too late 
to be acted upon the same day in this 
market, and a holiday intervened between 
the handing down of the Tobacco deci- 
sion and the following session of the New 
York Stock Exchange. The rest did noth- 
ing to improve the aspect of the Tobacco 
verdict in the eyes of investors, however, 
and many stocks opened below Monday's 
closing prices. Wheréas, two weeks ago, 
the day following the Oil decision saw 
advances in practically all issues, yester- 
day’s market closed with most of them 
showing losses from Monday's final prices. 
The decisions did much to stimulate ac- 
tivity; sales yesterday totaled 886,988 
shares, while on the day following the 
previous sitting of the Supreme Court 
they amounted to 990,621. Yesterday’s 
declines were helped by other factors, 
such as the cut in steel prices and the 
discovety of new reasons against the 
proposed copper merger. 

+ .* 
Heavy Security Output. 

So far this year the output of new se- 
curities has reached the large aggregate 
of $992,320,950, an increase of $75,029,350 
by comparison with the first five months 
of 1910, according to the compilations 
made by the Journal of Commerce. This 
increase to nearly one billion is in the 
face of a falling off in the output of in- 
dustrial bonds and stocks aggregating 
about $89,000,000 less than in the previous 
year. Industrial financing in the form of 
notes so far this year has been $31,176,000, 
or approximately $10,000,000 more than 
the total of this class last year. The 
great increase, however, has been in rail- 
road securities of all classes, but partic- 
ularly in notes, The railroad issues of 
the five months have reached the total 
of $719,064,900, which is $154,372,000 more 
than for the same period last year. Rail- 
road note issues in the period increased 
by $99,230,000, to $234,410,000. Railroad 
bonds put out aggregate $420,385,900, a 
gain of $39,133,260, and railroad stock Is- 
sues increased by $16,009,640 to $64,269,000. 
In the month just closing, however, there 
has been a falling off in financing of all 
sorts, the total of $155,700,000 being $37,- 
637,000 less than that of May a year ago. 
Railroad bond issues declined from $98,- 
831,000 in May, 1910, to $46,650,000, but 
notes increased from $53,500,000 to $67,- 
500,000. Industrials bond issues dropped 
from $33,753,000 to $11,401,000. 

*,* 
Cotton Men Hesitating. 

The so-called insurgents on the Cotton 
Exchange, who are desirous of further 
changes in the matter of revisions of 
price differences, grade standards, and 
other reforms which they believe would 
make the Exchange’s contracts of greater 
commercial value, have not yet agreed on 
the advisability of putting up candidates 
to represent their views for the election 
on Monday. Some of those who advocate 
an opposition ticket maintain that there 
was not a fair showing of strength at the 
meeting a short time ago, which voted 
on the changes in revision and other mat- 
ters sent down by the Board of Managers. 
The defeat of certain of the proposals 
was brought about deliberately, some of 
the party maintain, in order to express 
dissatisfaction with the Exchange offi- 
clais for sending down a compromise 
measure instead of the full recommenda- 
tions of the insurgent mass meeting.

FEWER STEEL ORDERS 
WITH PRICES DOWN 


— 


Uncertainty Keeps Consumers 
Out of the Market, ThoughMore 
Breaks Are Not Expected. 








BAR BUSINESS FALLS OFF 





Carnegle Company Instructs Its Agents 
to be Cautious About Making Con- 
tracts—Outlook Deemed Favorable. 





Steel men in New York have seen 80 
far no gratifying results from the lower 
price established in bars last week after 
Monday’s gathering of manufacturers at 
the Metropolitan Club, of reductions in 
structural shapes and plates, and in fact 
in practically all steel products except 
rails, wire, tin plate, and wrought pipe: 

Before the Republic Iron and Steel 
Company cut the price of bars from 
$1.40 to $1.25 per 100-weight, or $3 a ton, 
consumers were submitting specifications 
against contracts and business was recov- 
ering from the /setback it received in 
April. Since the cut in bars, according 
to leading representatives of the mills in 
New York yesterday, there has been stag- 
nation, and observers of the situation ex- 
pect that it will be weeks before the 
buyers recover from their uncertainty. 
Since the Republic Company’s cut the 
business in bars of one of the largest 
producers has been reduced to one-tenth 
what it was in. the previous week. It is 
generally contended among the represent- 
atives of manufacturers that there is no 
likelihood of further reductions. On this 
point the Iron Age, which is looked upon 
as an official organ, will say to-day: 


‘Those who hark back to the happen- 
ings of February, 1909, and expect a sim- 
ilar wild scramble for business among 
steel manufacturers to follow the events 
of the past week will very probably be 
disappointed. Conditions differ in many 
respects from those prevailing two vears 
ago, Prices of steel products have not re- 
cently been as high by several dollars a 
ton as those prevailing in 1909 before the 
open market was declared. We are 
emerging gradually but surely ftom the 
Shadow of disturbing influences outside 
of the steel trade. The important anti- 
trust cases have been decided by the 
United States Supreme Court and large 
business interests are freed from that 
suspense. It is believed that railroad 
business is banking up by reason of the 
long period of enforced economy among 
railroad companies, and that within a 
reasonable time buying in that direction 
will loosen up. Congress cannot remain 
indefinitely in session with its agitation 
of the tariff question. 

‘As frequently happens when reduc- 
tions are made, the new prices have not 
stimulated buying, but, on the contr ary, 
appear to have checked it for the time 
ig Some contracting for steel bars 

was done last week by agrici ultural imple- 
ment manvufacturers and other large con- 
sumers, but the total is estimated at 100,- 
000 tons, which is much short of the quan- 
tity which should be under contract at 
this time. It is believ ed that at least a 
week or two must elapge for buyers to 
become convinced that ‘no lower prices 
are now to be expected, but more normal 
buying conditions are confidently looked: 
for by that time.’’ 

The Iron Trade Review says: 

‘“Manufacturers do not expect any 
marked improvement in business as a 
result of the recent reductions in prices 
of finished materials. They are not will- 
ing to grant, however, that there will be 
further reductions which in plates, shapes, 
and bars are expected by buvers. 

*“‘Some of the companies are very con- 
servative about making contracts. The 
Carnegie Steel Company, especially, is 
emphatic in its instructions to agents that 
contracts must be made cautiously and 
with distinct understanding that they will 
be adhered to.’ 

In view of the keen interest of the trade 
in the proceedings at the meeting at the 
Metropolitan Club, at which the price cuts 
were decided upon, Judge Gary, Chair- 
man of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, will make public his address to the 
meeting, which was taken down by a 
stenographer. It is being printed, and will 
be ready next Friday or Saturday.

last night with a draft of the report 
which he is to present ‘to the Estimate 
Board on the rival subway offers of the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company and 
the Interborough. He was expected yes- 
terday morning, but telephoned to one 
of his colleagues on the Joint Conference 
Committee that he ‘would remain until 
the noon train and asked that the con- 


ference between the Board of Estimate 
Committee and the Public Service Com- 
mission be postponed until to-day. 

Various reports continuéd in circulation 
downtown as to what Mr. McAneny’s 
recommendations would be. One altter- 
moon newspaper, which sent a man to 
Lake George on Tuesday, published a 
Story to the effect that the report would 
favor the Brooklyn Rapid Transit offer 
on grounds much the same as those stated 
some little time ago in stories appearing 
in the newspapers, to the effect that the 
majority of Mr. McAneny’s committee 
was for the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
proposal as against that of the Interbor- 
ough. Other reports continued in finan- 
cial circles that the McAneny committee 
would be for the Interborough. 

Mr. McAneny would not tell, upon his 
arrival in this city last night, what the 
report contained beyond saying that it 
Was mereiy tentative, and that he was 
sure it would meet with the approval of 
his associates on the conference commit- 
tee, Borough Presidents Miller and Crom- 
well 


ell. 

“IT will hand in the report to my con- 
ferrees to-morrow,” said he, ‘‘ and it will 
be ready to submit to the Board of Esti- 
mate at their regular meeting a week 
from to-morrow. I have told no one 
what it contains, and stories to the con- 
trary are net true. I have not changed 
my position on the subway matter since 
the beginning, and what the report con- 
tuins registers my honest convictions.”’ 

Mr. McAneny was asked about a report 
in an afternoon paper that he had de- 
cided in favor of the B. R. T. and he said 
that he had given. no one any reason to 
Bay so. 

‘‘How about the report that you will 
recommend that the Board of Estimate 
accept the B. R. T.’s proposal in the main, 
with the understanding that certain feat- 
ures of the Interborough plan would also 
be agreeable?’’

Avenue, Hereafter all clues and infor- 
mation regarding missing persons will be 
gathered by the detective bureau. 

The order relative to the filing of two 
photographs of all patrolmen—one profile 
and one full face—was issued by Bingham 
several years ago following the elope- 
ment of a mounted patrolman to Boston, 
at which time a picture of him was un- 
available. Commissjoner Cropsey ordered 
that each -patrolnfan should be rephoto- 
graphed every three vears. 


THREE PLATOONS FOR POLICE 


Only Seven Votes In the Senate Re- 
corded Against the Measure.

ALBANY, May 31.—With only seven 
votes in oppcsition the Senate to-day 
passed thé Jeckson bill requiring cities 
of the first gnd second classes to adopt 
the three-platooun system for police duty. 
The Democratic memters, with the ex- 
ception of Senator Cronin of Brooklyn 
stood solidly for the bill on the ground 
that it was demanded by the Democratic 
party platform. 

Senators Wainwright and Sage offered 
an amendment which would exempt Yon- 
kers and Albany from the provisions of 
the act. In Yonkers there is a five-pla- 
toon system, and the Common Council 
of Albany had passed an ordinance pro- 
viding for three platoons so as to give 
two periods of seven hours for patrol 
duty and one period of ten hours. The 
Jackson bill requires three periods of 
— hours each. 

senator Newcomb’ was the only Re- 
publican inemper of the Senate who voted 
in favor of the bill, which, he said, had 
been made a political football in New 
York City for several years. He said he 
realized it was a violation of the home 
rule principle, but he declared that the 
police power rested with the State and 
had been delegated to the cities. The 
State, he said, had a right to take back 
some of this power if it chose.

The Chief Magistrate adjourned the hear- 
ing until June 14 to give the lawyers 
in the case an opportunity to file their 
briefs. 

Mrs. Goodwin told Magistrate McAdoo 
that she became one of the women c@n- 
vassers for the company and received @ 
long course of instruction from Mrs. 
Searle. She learned the list of the med- 
ical preparations sold by the company. 
These are technically known, she testi- 
fied, as remedies, and are named To- 
nia,’”’ ‘‘Ceratum,” ‘‘ Baquilles,’’ ‘* Elixir, 
and ‘‘Sal-Nutrient.”” Mrs. Goodwin said 
Mrs. Searle told her to beware of using 
the word “ prescribe,”” and to be careful 
to do nothing but recommend remedies 
to the women she visited. 

MaHurd, the other defendant, said he 
had not talked much with Mrs. Goodwin, 
because he suspected she was 4 detective. 
The Chief Magistrate asked him why he 
suspected her, and MaHurd answered: 

‘‘She asked me a lot of questions that 
an agent would not be likely to ask, and 
finally she asked me the cold question 
whether we prescribed.”’ 

Mrs. Goodwin said she was promised a 
commission of 20 cents on every dol- 
lar’s worth of preparations she sold. Ma- 
Hurd told her that some patients might 
be persuaded to take $27 worth of treat- 
ments a month. He advised her to in- 
fluence patients to take three to 51x 
months of treatment. When she asked 
him, she said, whether she should not 
recommend a month’s treatment he re- 
plied scornfully: 

‘‘Are you a piker?”’ 

MaHurd contradicted this when he tcok 
the stand. 

‘‘Let the woman do the talking.’ was 
what MaHurd said to her. according to 
Mrs. Goodwin. ‘‘ You listen. If she 
doesn’t keep to the subject pin her down 
to her ailment.”’ 

One day, Mrs. Goodwin said, she com- 
lained to MaHurd that she was not feel- 
ng well ,and asked if she should take any 
of the company’s preparations. 

‘‘No,’”’ he replied, according to her tes- 
timony. ‘‘ Our medicines will do you no 
good. I take some of them now and then, 
because TI like the taste.’’ 

Mrs. Searle, on taking the stand in her 
own defense, said that she was in the 
habit of giving lectures before church so- 
cieties of women, to instruct the mem- 
bers how to become better wives and 
mothers. She got no fee for doing this, 
she said. but did it to help her business. 
She said she paid 10 cents a head for 
every wornan present to the minister or 
priest in charge of the church, to e6n- 
courage him to drum up a big attendance. 
Her lawver, Samuel Fine, made a success- 
ful protest when the Assistant District 
Attornev asked her to name some minis- 
ters and priests to whom she had given 
money under such an agreement. 

Several ‘‘symptom cards,’’ which had 
been given to Mrs. Goodwin to be filled 
out by housewives, were produced in evi- 
dence. Chief Magistrate McAdoo wanted 
to know why the women were asked to 
State their symptoms, if the canvasser 
was not going to recommend or prescribe 
a preparation. Mrs. Searle answered that 
the cards were to be kept for future ref- 
erence. 

“Why doesn’t your printed form of 
question begin ‘Have you been to a phy- 
sician?’’’ asked Chief Magistrate Mc- 
Adoo. 

“That would be wumnecessary, except, 
perhaps, once in a thousand times,”’ an- 
swered Mrs. Searle. ‘‘A woman is usu- 
ally bubbling over, and her complaint 
is Simply a recital of her trouble with 
physicians.’’
